THE INDORSEMENT ON TWO BEGGING 
LETTERS TO TWEED THE DAY AFTER 
THE JURY DISAGREED— THE FALLEN 
BOSS'S PROMPTNESS IN RESPONDING 
TO THE REQUEST. 

The originals of the two significant and 
interesting letters which follow are in the pos- 
session of the editor of THE TIMES. They were 
written by Col, John R. Fellows to William M. 
Tweed the day after the disagreementof the 
jury which had becn trying the boss for plunder. 
ing the city, when, 1f ever, he must have felt 
grateful to whomsoever, no matter how little, 
had helped him to escape from the righteous 
consequences of his crimes:

Dear Srr: Lam sorry to have to avail myself 
of your generous ofier of yesterday, but I have 
not rec’d anything from the Gentlemen referred 
to, and I am situated as follows: I have $923 00 
to pay to-day, and I have $400 to do it with. 
As part is for rent and the rest a note in bank, I 
am badly fixed.

Itis nearly 15 years since Col. Fellows dried 
-he ink upon those letters and rang the bell for 
the messenger who carried these abject plead- 
ings for money to the great chieftain of the 
Democracy, whom THE Tpiges had hurled from 
his high estate, and when he peruses their con- 
tents to-day singular and humiliating memories 
must arise in his mind. He has never since felt 
inclined to repay the “loan” which Tweed 
made him—not even by installments. If it was 
a loan Tweed’s estate has a just claim upen him 
tor the money, from which he can only escape 
by pleading the Statute of Limitations, 

Butit was nota loan. It was,im all proba- 
bility, a partial payment to Col. Fellows by 
Tweed for valuable services that had been ren- 
dered at the most critical time in his existence— 
services which the public office held by Col. 
Feilows up to Jan. 1,1873, had given him re- 
markable ability to render. 

For the three years preceding Jan. 1, 1873, 
Col. John ‘R. Fellows had been an Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney of the city ‘and county of New- 
York, Samuel B. Garvin being District Attorney. 
During that period THE TIMES made the terrible 
disclosures which caused the fall of the Tweed 
ring, and theforce of public indignation, as 
represented by the Committee of Seventy and 
its ‘counsel had made the District Attorney’s 


office assist in the finding of indictments against | 


Tweed and other members of the ring by the 
Grand Jury. 

Col. Fellows, no matter how greatly against 
his will, had to assist in the prepapation of these 
indictments, and the counsel of the Committee 
of Seventy, no matter how greatly against their 
will, had to aliow him to become familiar with 
the details of the case which they had built up 
against the thieves. Possessing this knowledge 
—invaluable to Tweed—Col. Fellows went out of 
office between the findingof the indictments and 

. the beginning of Tweed’s trial, which occurred 
in the Court of Oyer and Terminer, Judge Noah 
Davis presiding, Jan. 7, 1873. Benjamin K. 
Phelps was then the District Attorney. Asso- 
ciated with him in the prosecution were Lyman 
Tremaine aud Wheeler H. Peckham, and Tweed’s 
acknowledged and vyisivle counsel were John 
Graham, David Dudley Fielc, William Fuller- 
ton, John Burrill, and William O. Bartlett, the 
principal leader writer of the Sun. 


The great danger feared by the prosecution 
was the corruption of the jury, which the loose 
law and the looser administration of that day 
madeeasy. The Sheriff, Matthew Brennan, and 
the Commissioner of Jurors were friends of 
Tweed and did everything that they dared to 
aid him. On the evening of Jan. 30 Judge Davis 
charged the jury in the presence of a crowd 
which filled the court room to its utmost ca- 
pacity. The newspapers of the next day gave 
the names of many of those who were present, 
and in them may be found this interesting col- 
location: ‘‘ Billy” Moloney, ‘Fatty’ Walsh, 
Mark Lanigan, Jack Rourke, “Jimmy” Dunphy, 
and Col Johu R. Fellows. How many times since 
has the Colonel sat “cheek by jowl” with “ Billy” 
Moloney and “Fatty” Walsh in more private 
places than the Court of Oyer and Terminer? 
Was not the grouping ominous of the future? 

The jurors being unable to agree, Judge Davis 
discharged them Jan. 31. All respectable citi- 
zens believed that bribery had taken place, and 
bribery was publicly charged, especially after it 
was discovered that only one man had held out 
tor Tweed from beginning to end, and that 
man’s antecedents and surroundings had been 
ascertained. 


It may well be believed that en the 1st of Feb- 
ruary, 1873, public indignation was at a boiling 
point Honest men were meeting together and 
resolving that, in splte of the temporary tri- 
umph of corruption, one more effort should be 
made to convict Tweed, and that it should 
be successful. Col. Fellows had been a high- 
salaried servant of the city for the three 
previous years; he knew the corrupt 
spots in the machinery of justice, and he 
Wes bound by every sentiment of honor, 
as well as by the code of wmorals of the 
legal profession to which he belonged, to aid in 
the movement for conviction. The fact that he 
had gone out of office did not absolve him from 
his allegiance to the prosecution. A lawyer can- 
not turn round and do friendly acts for the other 
side because his term of vifice on one side has ex- 
pired. If he could do no more, Col. Fellows 
might at least have done something toward 
assuring the people that justice should not go 
unavenged; that there would be no dickering 
with the thieves; that no favors should be 
asked of them. 

What did he do on that eventful day when 
Tweed was celebrating his escape from punish- 
ment with his “pals” and good citizens were 
£0ing about gloomy, but determined? He spent 
the day in writing abject letters to Tweod, piti- 
fully begging for money. “I am sorry to have 
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lyn, N. Y., assisted by the Rev. Dr. G. E. Reed, 
of this city. The bride wore adress of heavy 
corded white silk cuten train, with a square-cut 
corsage and trimmings of duchesse lace. Her or- 


usual. Squads of militia have been woved along the

day.” “Yesterday” was the very day that the 
jury disagreed, and that Col. Fellows, side by 
side with ** Billy” Moloney, witnessed the look 
of triumph that came over Tweed's face as Judge 


Davis gave up in despair and told the jurors that 
they were discharged. 


It may well be supposed from the words of 
his letter that, knowing that Tweed must be in 
good humor, he seized the auspicious occasion 
before Tweed left the court room and asked him 
for money. Tweed evidently said ‘All 
right.” It wasn’t much; only five hundred or 
80; and the Colonel ventured to remind him of 
it the next morning. Not getting it, at about 2 


P. M. he sent a messenger, and that appeal was 
successful— 


* An’s’d with check for $523. DEWEY.” 

Like Brian de Buis Guilbert, in ‘ Ivanhoe,” 
Tweed belonged to the confraternity that did 
naught for naught. When he gave Col. Fellows 
money, it was because Col. Fellows had done 
him aservice. The letters bear internal evi- 
dence that the relations of the ex-Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney and the thief against whom he 
had been forced to help find an indictment were 
intimate, friendly, and of long standing, 

At this time, when Col. Fellows is appealing to 
his fellow-citizens to elect him to the District 
Altorneyship, the most important duty of which 
will be the prosecution of just such thieves as 
Tweed, it would be very proper for him to ex- 
plainjust what services he rendered to Tweed 
before, during, and after his trial, and just how 
much money Tweed gave him therefor. Col. 
Fellows is making eloquent speeches every 
night, in which he denounces THE Timxs for the 
same cause that he and Tweed and their friends 
were denouncing it in 1873, and it is interesting 
to learn that the gallant Colonel was just 
as much in need of money to pay his 
common family deots then as he _ has 
been all the time since. Let him in his 
next speech stop scolding Tue Times for 
a few minutes and tell his entranced audience 
how it happened, Feb. 1, 1873, when honest citi- 
zena all over the city were contriving ways and 
means to secure an impartial jury to send Tweed 
to prison, he was humbly begging him for mon- 
ey and servilely imploring him to ‘“ excuse this 
seeming persistence.?” 


A CLUBHOUSE ON FIRE. 


AND A PANIC CAUSED BY IT IN THE 
PALMER HOUSE, CHICAGO. 

CuicaGo, Nov. 3.—It was nearly 4 o’clock 
this morning when fire was discovered in the Chi- 
eugo Clubhouse, in Munrve-street, directly oppo- 
site the ladies’ entrance to the Palmer House. 
By the time the first relay of engines had 
Tattled up to the fire the flames had spread 
throughout the fiith floor and were bursting 
from the windows on all sides, while signs of 
fire could be seen on the fourth floor. A general 
alarm was promptly turned in, and in 15 min- 
utes a score of engines, hook and ladder trucks, 


and hose carts were on the ground. A wild 
panic followed at the Palmer House. At 
the windows on Monrve-street appeared 
@ hundred frightened faces, peering into 
the streets, and at the sight of the 
steamers w# rush for escape followed, under the 
impression that the hurel was on fire. Half- 
clad ladies and gentlemen tumbled out into the 
halis aud shrieked wildly for help. All the bell 
boys were promptly sentto the rooms of the 
guests, and with the aid of the clerks succeeded 
in Calming the panic, though many of the guests 
refused to return to their rooms until the hose 
carts had reeled up their hose and with the 
other apparatus had started howe. Half a dozen 
cinb inembers and a8 Many Women, who are em- 
ployed about the club, were asleep in the build- 
ing atthetime. They bad no warning or ibe 
fiames until the firemen rushed into their apart- 
ments and pulled them out bodily. Among the 
clus members occupying rooms in the house 
were Franklin MacVeagh and Sturteyant Fish, 
ot New-York. They succeeded in getting out 
safely, but lost some of their effects. 

The tire started on the fifth floor, in the 
kitchen, froma defective fiue, it is supposed, or 
a carelessly smothered fire intherauge. The 
smoke from the burning building entered the 
Clifton House, adjoining un the east, and scores 
of guests sprang out of bed and rushed iu terror 
to the sireet, with the impression that their 
hotel was on fire. 

The Chicago Clubhouse was erected 15 years 
ago ata cost of $131,000, The joss, including the 
damage by water, was about $30,000; insured

THE ANARCHISTS YIELDING 


FOUOR OF THEM ASK THE GOYV- 
ERNOR FOR MERCY. 
SPIES, FIELDEN, PARSONS, AND SCHWAB 
SIGN THE PETITION, BUT THE OTHER 

THREE STILL HOLD OUT. 


CHICAGO, Noy. 3.—Four of the seven con- 
demned Anarchises are understood to have 
clambered dowu from their bigh horse, where 
they have been shouting “death or liberty,” 
and have joined in a petition to the Governor 
asking for mercy. They are Spies, Fiolden, Par- 
sons, and Schwab, and it is more than likely 
that before the week is over Engel, Lingg, 
and Fiseher will take a similar step. If the 
obstinate ones do not sign the petition for com- 
mutation, it will not be through lack of effort on 
the part of the men now working in their behalf. 
The strongest possible pressure is being brought 
to bear upon them. Spies sjgned the petition this 
afternoon, and hisname was the fourth attached. 
Just when Fielden, Parsons, and Schwab 
signed is not kuow, as both the condemned men 
and their friends maintain an attitude of ab- 
solute secrecy on the subject. In signing tho 
petition, Parsons is the only one of the four 
who makes a square back down from a 
position taken in writing over his own 
signature. Fulden may have said that he 
would not ask for clemency or accept 1t if of- 
fered, but he bas never put himself on record to 
that effect. Schwab and Spies have kept dis- 
creetly silent and let it be tacitly understood 
that such was their attitude. 

Spies’s siguature to the petition was obtained 
this afternoon after a long siege by prominent 
members of the Defense Committee. It was a 
curious seene. The little cage in which visitors 
stand and talk to prisoners was occupied 
only by members of the committee and 
relatives and intimate friends of the 
Anarchists. It has beed held by many that any 
petition for commutation not bearing the names 
of the men for whom mercy was ssked would 


not be in accordance with the law, yet in the 
face of this and. with the knowledge 
that Gov. Oglesby alone stands be- 
tween them and death, the men had refused 
to beg for mercy. Their signatures were of the 
gravest importance. Fielden, Schwab, and 
Parsons had signed. Would Spies and the other 
three? Dr. Schmidt, of the committee, pro- 
duced a bundle of documents from a 
large envelope, and the visitors proceeded 
to explain their contents, and passed them 
around for inspection. Fielden began to play 
with Parsons’ little girl, who was dancing up 
and down the pen and singing in a childish 
treble, in strong contrast to the serious faces 
about her. Lingg and Engel shared a paper 
between them, and Lingg seemed to be ex- 
plaining its contents to hiscompanion. Their 
gestures said plainly that they did not 
like its contents. Spies sat in a careless atti- 
tude upon the edge of the table and listened 
with an indifferent air and an occasional cynical 
smile to the arguments which Comunittee- 
men Stauber, Schmidt, and Linnmeyer 
poured in upon him thick and fast. 
Fischer sat down by himself on a 
bench and studied the document deliberately 
and carefully. Pretty soon Lingg and Engel 
went over to the grating and began to talk with 
the women, paying no further attention to 
the conference behind them. Stauber talked 
with Lingg. who shook his curly head 
and gesticulated freely. Stauber’s face ex- 
pressed the utmost impatience, and soon the 
two wen left each other abruptly. Fischer arose 
from his seat, handed back bis paper toSchmidt, 
and with a queer sort of asmile came back to 
his tearful little wife in black, who steod ~i 
avainst the grating. Engel was standing wit 

his face close up against the grating, talk- 
ing with his wife. ‘‘Do it, do it!’ sald the 
little, withered, wrinkled woman, clasping her 
hands in front of ber and looking straight into 
her husband’s eyes. Engel lovuked at Lingg. 
Ling smiled a defiant smile and his face 
said plainly, “De as you like; I wouw't 
Sizn = it.’”’ In the meantime Schmidt, 
Slauber, and Linnmeyer were mare 
to Spies, and apparently with littiesuccess, Al 
of a sudden he seemed to make up his mind. 
“Give me a pen,” he exclaimed, ‘“] ‘will sign 
it!” Everybody looked around for a pen. 
There was none in sight, and a reporter, un- 
willing to have the proceedings brought to a 
elose for want of writing material stepped into 
the jail office aud borrowed a pen freshly dipped 
in tne ink from Chief Clerk Price. The pen was 
passec throngh the grating, the paper eneolled, 
and epee affixed bis signature. 

A dispateh from Springfield quotes Assistant 
Atrorney General Smith as saying that he did 
not see how the Governor could interfere to save 
the Anarchists, and be thought it rediculous to 
suppose that in the case of the four men who 
have declared they would accept only 
full pardon, the Executive could step in 
and force on them a life imprisoment 
“The Governor,” said he, ‘‘is not acourt. He 
eannot force his discretionary clemency on a 
prisoner against the prisoner’s will as a court 
can enforce a sentence. The pardoning power 
is a power to be uaed in the discretion of the Ex- 
ecutive, but he muat exereise his discretion in 
conformity to the limitations the people have 
prescribed, and there has not yet been a com- 
pliance with those limitations and regulations. 

Judge Tuley, one of the best known and wost 
respected members of the Chicago Judiciary, to- 
day signed a petition asking the Governor to 
commute the sentence. In a@ long. state- 
meut of his reasons for this action Judge 
Tuley says be has. carefully studied 
the case, and, while not doubting that the con- 
demned men are technically guilty, he feels that 
their actual complicity in the murder of Officer 
Deagan has not been sbewn, and that 
the extreme penalty of the law should 
not be meted out to them. In 
his judement public penes would be better 
served by inprisonment for life than by hanging. 
Imprisoned for life the seven would soon be 
forgotten; hanged they would be deified. 

The police precautions on the north side are 
most elaborate. Last night two wagon loads 
of arms an ammunition were taken to the jail. 
A little later two full compamies of policemen 
composed of 27 mon each, were sent to the jail, and 
are quarted on the top floor of the building. 
They will remain there until after execution, 
details guarding the jail building and vicinity at 
night. A guard of eight eificers was also 
placed at the north side water works 
last evening, and will be maintained 
there for the present. Sheuld there be 
any organized demonstrajion of the Anarchists 
out of jail, the threat often expressed of setting 
fire to the town would be the first plan carried 
out, and this would include the demolition of 
the waterworks by dynamite. All the policemen 
of the city except those out on beats will be 
held in reserve night and day at the stations to 
which they are attached, and will enly be al- 
lowed to go out for meals. The Captains and 
Lieutenants will also remain at the stations. 
Six men fron the sesond precenct were de- 
tailed to the City Hall last night and will 
remain there until further orders, doing duty at 
night three on and three off, one on each site of 
the building. There are signs of great activity 
at all the stations. The rifles with which 
each station 14 supplied had been taken 
from the cases and _  cearefuily exam- 
ined, and they will not be put back 
again until after Nov. 11. An extra anmber 
of private watchmen were employed to-day by 
well-known citizens to watch their places of 
business till after Nov. 11. The police do not 
anticipate any trouble, but they do not propose 
to be caught py ma 

Mrs. Lucy E. Parsons drew a large crowd in 
Clark-street at noon to-day hawking a pamphlet 
containing Gen. Trumbull’s address to -Gov. 
Oglesby entided, ** Was it a Fair Trial?’ end 
asking sympathy for the condemned Anarchists. 
Traffic was suspended and the police had to ask 
her to move on. Then she went to the Federal 
building and on the steps ofthe strnecture sold 
her books and attracted another great crowd. 
Inthe course of a couple of honra she sold 
nearly 5,000 cupies of the pamphicta at 5 centa 
each, and acted in a verv. modest and wom- 
anly manner when cotnpelled to move by the 
authorities. 


WHAT IS DOING IN THIS CITY. 
MOST PREDICTS SAVAGE REPRISALS— 
HIS IDEA OF A MONUMENT. 

A petition to Gov. Oglesby asking for the 
commutation of the sentence against the An- 
archists to imprisonment which was in circula- 
tion yesterday has been signed, among others, 
by Courtlandt Palmer. Raymond 8. Perrin, 
Francis B. Thurber, the Rev. C. HB. Eaton, Mon- 


cure D. Conway, R. G. Ingersoll, Thomas David- 
son, and James Redpath. 

Several Episcopal clergynien, belonging to the 
Society of Clergymen for the Advancement of 
the Interests of Labor, met yesterday morning 
at Calvary Church. The Rey, Dr. B. F. De 
Costa was in the chair, and Edward King, who 
was introduced, spoke in behalf of the commit- 
tee of the Central Labor Union and of District 
Assembly No. 49, appealing to the clergymen to 
use their influence with the Governor of Lilinois 
in behalf of the Chicago Anarchists. Mr. King 
thought that there were other reasons besides 
justice why Executive clemency should be exer- 
cised. He feared the result of the execution 
would be disastrous, and he would not be heid 
responsible for the results after having done all 
in his power to prevent it. : 


Dr. Do Costa asked the meeting to sugcest 


some way of helping the condemned men, recog- 
nizing the seriousness and importance of the 
situation. ‘Then the Rev. Father Huntington 
read acopy ofa letter that he had written to 
Gov. Oxlesby, asking for clemency, and he then 
moved that a petition to Gov. Oglesby be drafted 
and circulated among Episcopal clergymen for 
their signatures asking forclemency. The mo- 
tion was adopted, 

John Most hag designed a monument to the 
mewory of the condemned Anarchists. A num- 
ber of prisoners are looking out of two windows 
at the figure of @ woman representing the pub- 
lie, flanked on either side by a woman in chains, 
One woinan represents Liberty and the other 
Justice. This is on the ground floor. On the 
second story is a representation of the Hay- 
market row, in which the police are seen club- 
bing the people. On one corner is a statue of E, 
Geary and at the otberof Grincel. Above are 
seen atanding four police officers, including 
Capts. Schack and Ebersold, with uplifted clubs, 
and above all standsaftigureof Inspector Bontield, 
also flourishing a club, Mr. Most was in a 
sanguinary and revengeful mood. He said that 
if the Chicage Anarchists are hanged, all the 
intelligent, respectable, and well-meaning men 
will consider that law, justice, and order are at 
an end, inasmuch as there is not a single reason 
why those meu shonid be hanged. If they are 
hanged it will be from motives of revenge, to 
strike terror into the labor movement, and to 
prevent agitators and other intelligent men 
trom telling the truth about monopolists and 
capitalisis, who wish to trample the Constitu- 
tion of the United States under foot, and to turn 
this Republic into a Czardom, aud muke terror- 
isn the supreme power. 

Mr. Most would not like to be responsible, he 
said, for all the deeds which would follow the exe- 
ecution, should it ever take place. If capitalists 
and monopolists are going back to savagery they 
muay expect savagery in return. It would come, 
asa matter of course,in places where it was 
Jeast expected, and if the execution takes place, 
there will be no rest for the whole capitaliatis 
clasa, together with newspapper proprietors and 
editors, who, in Mr. Most’s opinion, stir up the 
peuple against them. 


CHARLESTON’S CARNIVAL. 


sis ainda 
A DAY FILLED WITH A VARIETY OF 
AMUSEMENTS. 

CHARLESTON, S. C., Nov. 3.—The great 
earthquake carnival grows better and more brill- 
jiant as it grows older. To-day, the fourth of the 
festival, eclipsed all the rest of the week in the 
variety and excellence of its amusements. The 
day opened with the pilot boat races. Thecourse 
was from the relief lightship in the harbor, 
around Rattlesnake Shoal Lightship, oft the bar, 
a distance of about 30 miles. There were only 
four entries: Sophie K. and Peerless, of Charles- 
ton, and F. W. Scheper and Leo, of Beaufort. 
At the start there was almost a perfect calm, 
the boats drifting out as far as Fort Ripley. 
After rounding Rattlesnake Lightship a breeze 


sprang up and the boats made a fine run to the 
starting point. The Sophie K. won the race in 
10:45:00, 

The festivities of the day were enlivened by a 
shotgun tournament, wuny of the best marks- 
men of three States contesting for the prizes. In 
the afternoon Wayener Park was crowded by 
enthusiastic lovers of the turf to see the horse 
races. There were three very lively running 
races and a trotting matcn, 

The carnival to-night was opened with an ex- 
hibition drill of the city Fire Department. The 
run of the engines was made tirvugh King- 
street, which was crowded by at least 50,000 
spectators. The exhibition was the tinest ever 
seven in the South, and the spectacle was thrill- 
ing, the horses at a full run, the sparks from the 
engines, the clatter of hoofs, and the cheers of 
the multitude making up a scene from pandemo- 
nium. The fire test was followed by a fantastic 
parade und torchlight procession. Nearly 5,000 
men were inline. Gov. Richardson, accompa- 
nied by other State officers and members of the 
Festival Committee, rode at the head of tue pro- 
cession, escorted by 100 commercial travelers 
armed wtib gripsacks and liven dusters. Half 
the milltary companies turned out in masks and 
petiicoats, and a score of benevolent and other 
societica joined in the fantastic demonstration. 
The tloats and transparencies and costumes 
rivaled the greatest triumphs of Mardi Gras. 
King-street was beautiful. A million Chinese 
lanterns festoone:! the street, while from every 
balcony and window along the thoroughtare 
charming devices were displayed. It was alto- 
gether the grandest demonstration ever known 
in Charlesfon. 

To-morrow pvight the great Venetian display 
and iilumination of the harbor will take piace. 
To-morrow, also, the St. Louis and Chicayu Base- 
ball Clubs will play an exhibition game. Jve 
Cole, a negro fisherman, described the situation 
to-day when he said: “I ain’t begun to under- 
stan’ it yet. I can’t get on to de fact dat disis 
de same ole Chas’n. I[ wus’ be sleepin” and 
dreamin’.

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NARROW ESCAPE OF NAVAL OFFICERS. 

Newpont, R. L., Nov. 3.—Several officers 
and seamen of the torpedo station narrowly es- 
caped death from a torpedo explosion this aft- 
ernoon. The usual experiments were being 
conducted in the harbor near the station, and 
several turpedoes had been successfully fired. 
The last one was a spar torpedo, and while 
this was being run out from a_ boat, 


in which were seven or eight officers and 
men, it suddenly exploded before it had 
been immersed in the water. The shock 
was tremendous, startling the city and shaking 
the buildings along the harbor frort. The voat 
was badly stove, aud the wen had to use much 
exertion to reach the wharf before she sank. 
Only two of the men were injured, gunners who 
were in the bowof the boat. Both men were 
badly wounded in the side, being riddled 
with pieces of the torpedo. They also re- 
ceived severe wounds on the body, and 
one of them had ae rib broken. The 
injured men were attended by Surgeon Wise, of 
the torpedo station, and were then taken to 
Newport Hospital. The cause of the explosion 
is unknown, butit would seem that the ofticer 
in charge of the battery must have turned the 
current on too soon, a8 the torpedo could not 
have exploded unless the battery was on.

TWO PASSENGERS KILLED. 

PITTsBURG, Nov. 3.—An engine attached 
to a freight train on the Fort Wayne Railroad 
struck a street car at the Federai-street cross- 
ing in Allegheny City, about 6 o’clock this even- 
ing, and two passengers who jumped from the 
car Were caught under the wheels of the engine 
and ground to death. Their names were John 
M. Culp, Teller of the Odd Fellows’ Saving 


Bank, oz this city, and Miss Harriet 
Weyman, a sister of Weyman Brothers, 
the tobacconists. The accident was 
caused by the gateman, Stewart Cunning- 
haw, raising the safety gates too soon. Car No. 
23 of the Manchester line, which was filled with 
passengers, on their way home, suerceeded in 
vetting nearly over the railroad tracks, when 
Mr. Culp and Miss Weyinan ran out on the rear 
platform and jumped off, the other passengers 
remaining in the car. The engine of the freight 
train struck thecar and tore off the plutform, 
hut did noother damage. Mr. Culp and Miss 
Weyman fell on the tracks, and. before the train 
could be stopped they were ground to death 
under the wheels of the engine. Culp was a 
merried man, about 35 years of age. Miss Wey- 
man was 40 years old. 
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CROWS ON THE WAR PATH. 
BrsMArCK, Dak., Nov. 3.—It is reported 
here thatthe 200 Crow Indians who escaped 
from the soldiers near Custer are now on the 
war path, and that the soldiers in Montana are 
preparing as best they can for a defense, Sitting 


Bull is at Standing Rock with over 6,000 Sioux, 
and he is said to be in leazue with the Crowa, 
People west of the Missouri are anxious 
that Fort Lincoln, five miles south of 
here, be given wore troops. At present there 
are only five companies at the post, and as this 
would be the post from which the first check 
could be put upon the outbreak from Standing 
Rock, it is essential that a gvod force of troops 
be stationed bere. A strong effort will be made 
to hive additional troops sent at once, notwith- 
stauding the report that Fort Lincoln will be 
abandoned.

THE TORY CABINET FIRM 


THEIR IRISH POLIOY TO BE 
CONTINUED. 

THE LONDON HOME RULE’ UNION 
DENOUNCES THEIR COURSE—MR. 
O'BRIEN IN JAIL—‘“‘ UNITED  IRE- 
LAND” DEFIANT. 


Lonpon, Nov. 3.—A meeting of the Cabi- 
net was held to-day. Mr. Balfour, Chief Secre- 
tary for Ireland, who returned from Dublin 
yesterday. was present. He looksill. Mr. Bal- 
four explained the working of the Crimes act, 
and Lord Ashbourne presented the legal aspect 
of various cases. The Cabinet resolved to con- 
tinue its present vigorous policy in Ireland, 
especially as regards speeches at proclaimed 
meetings. 

The Home Rule Union of London at a meeting 
this evening adopted a resolution expressing 
sym pathy with Wilfrid Blunt and Mr. O’Brien 
and resolved to continue the agitation in 
Treland with the aid of English speakers. 
Mr. Shaw-Lefevre, in moving the reso 
lutions, entered a strong protest against the 
Government's treatment of Mr. Blunt, which, 
he said, was as unjust as it was unlawful. 
He himself had gathered from his visit to Ireland 
in 1881 that disturbances were due solely to 
unjust landlords. He considered the Woodford 
meeting thoroughly justified, and had he been 
in Ireland at the time he would have gladly at- 
tended it. A letter was read from Mr. Morley 
in which he protested against the reckless ex- 
ultation of Ministerialist speakers and writers 
over the violent acts committed by the Irish ex- 
ecutive, and expressed the hope that the legality 
of the suppression of the Woodford meeting and 
the arrest of Mr. O'Brien would be thoroughly 
tested by the Home Rule Union. Mr. Blunt, in 
thecourse of aspeech recounting his experiences 
in Ireland, declared on his honor that it was not 


the intention of the union to hold Nationalist 
meetings in Ireland. 

Tne cell in Tuilamore Jail which Mr. O’Brien 
has been placed in is 8 feet long and 6 feet wide. 
He slept last night ona plank bed. He has given 
warniug to the Governor of the jail that be will 
refuse to do menial offices, wear the prison 
garb, or associate with criminals. The Gov- 
ernor will await official noufication from the 
General Prisons Board before enforcing their de- 
cision that Mr. O’Brien should be treated as an 
aes ee Mr. O'Brien is in cheerful 
spirits. e still wears civilian’s clothes. 

The Tullamore Medicai Committee has adopt- 
ed a resolution expressing sympathy with Mr. 
O’Brien, and urging the local and visiting 
justices to treat humanely eight political pris- 
oversin the Tullamore Jail, including Mr. Hay- 
den, of the Westmeath /zaminer. 

United Ireland, of Dublin, to-day contains two 
columns of reports of meeiings of suppressed 
branches of the National League. In an eckdito- 
rial it characterizes the removal of Mr. O’Brien 
to Tullamore Jail as an outrage, and says it waa 
done in behalf of the Jandlords. Henee- 
forth, it says, the peonle will make 
the landlords hostages for Mr. O'Brien's 
safety. The plan = of campaign will 
become not merely the tenants’ weapon of de- 
fencse, but an instrument of vengeance. It says: 
“ Will Irishmen remain quiescent, and not raze 
his torture house to the ground ? Please God, not 
quite. If Mr. O’Brien is harmed, for every hair 
of hia head Irishmen will exact compound venge- 
ance, 

United Ireland asserts thatasecretcircular was 
issued by the police authorities tothe forces at 
Mitchellstown before the meeting on Sept. 9, at 
which the police tired on the peuple, urging the 
vigorous suppression of all Nationalist meetings 
and inatructing the police net to give way to or 
compromise with the Leaguers. 

Fathers O’Reilly and Murphy, Nationalists, 
have been forbidden to visit Mr. O’Brien tn the 
Tullamore Jalil, while Dr. McElroy aud Father 
Murray, who ure anti-Nationalists, are admitted 
to the prison. 

It has been settied that Lord Hartington and 
Mr. Goschen shall address a meeting in the Dub- 
lin Rotunda on the 29th inst. 

Mr. Gladstone, in denyitig rather testily a 
statement attributed to him concerning the 
crofters, writes: ** This is the third time to-day 
that I have had to say, on the same orsome 
other subject, that the proper course is not to 
ask me to contradict, but to ask the asserters to 
wive their authority for their baseless state- 
ments. I will thank you to publish this.” 

Thirty persons have been summoned under the 
Irish Crimes act in Bailyhaunis to answer 
charges in connectiou with evictions. A major- 
ity of those summoned are young girls. Messrs. 
Pyne and Gilihooly, Nationalist members of Par- 
hament, bave also been summoned, the former 
for inciting resistance to the bailiffs at an evic- 
tion at Scrahan, and the latter for advocating a 
boycott at a League meeting at Schull. 

Lord Salisbury, acknowledging the receipt of 
a resolution of symputhy from the electors of 
Toxteth, says that heis glad to receive resolu- 
tions deprecating the deplorable efforts of Mr. 
Gladstone and his friends in support of organ- 
izations for lawlessness and crime. 

The British steamer Hawarden, Capt. Wilson, 
which left Savannah Oct. 18 for Reval, pus 
into Queenstown Harbor this morning 
with her cargo on hre. The fire broke 
out amorgg the cotton and was discovered on 
Monday. Two hundred bales were thrown over- 
board and every etfort was made to extinguish 
the flames, but they continued to spread and 
fipally reached the fore hold.. The hatches have 
been battened down and the vessel ig being 
fluoded. Itis hoped in this way to subdue the 
flames. 

An explosion of fire damp occurred this morn- 
ing in a lead mine at Matlock, cuunty of Derby. 
Twenty-five men were in the pit at the time. 
Five dead bodies have already been recovered. 

Col. Hughes-Hallett was present this evening 
atthe Licensed Victualers’ dinner at the Chat- 
ham. This was the first time he had appeared in. 
public since the publication of the charges 
concerning bis relations with Miss Selwyn. A 
number of persons in the gallery showed their 
disapproval of his presence by hissing.

BARELY AVERTED. 

The placidity of the relations between 
Mrs. James Brown Potter and her manager, 
Harry Miner, was ruffled on Wednesday by a 
squall that threatened to burst into a disastrous 
storm. Since Tuesday night Mrs. Pot- 
ter’s management has had under consid- 
eration the advisability of changing the bill 
at the Fifth-Avenue Theatre, ‘“ Mile. de Bres- 
sier,” the play in which Mrs. Potter is acting, 


has not, encountered popular favor, and it oc- 
curred to Mr. Miner that something else might 
prove more maxnetic from a box office point 
of view. Consequently there was a consultation 
between the manager and the staron Wednesday, 
and after soine discussion it was agreed that 
“Loyal Love” shou.d be the immediate suc- 
cessor of “Mile. de Bressier.” It was also 
agreed that some other play shauld be presented 
during Mrs. Potter’s enzagement at the Fifth- 
Avenue, and here the trouble rose. Mrs, Pottor 
bad dresses ready for * Loyal Love” and for a 
version of Georges Ohuet’s ‘‘Le Maitre des 
Forges.” Naturally she favored the latter 
play as the third to be_ presented in 
New-York.

IN SENATOR GORMAN’S GRIP 


THE BOSS A BALTIMORE ANL 
OHIO DIRECTOR. 

HIS APPOINTMENT REGARDED AS A PO< 
LITICAL MOVE AGAINST COWEN;,| 
WHICH ALARMS BUSINESS MEN. { 

BaLtmonrgE, Nov. 3.—The talk of the town, 
to-day has been the appointment of Senator 
Arthur P. Gorman a State Director of the Balti- 
more and Ohio Railroad. It was generaliy 
viewed, except among the Gorman workers and 
sympathizers, as a political movement directed 
against Jolin K. Cowen. chief of counsel of the 
Baltimore and Ohio and the leader ofthe reform 
movement in this State. When Mr. Cowen was 
asked what he thought of the appointment, he 
remarked that it looked peculiar. 

Many business men, recalling the wreck and 
ruin of the Chesapexke and Ohio Canal, are apm 
prehensive of this important change in the di- 
rectory of the great railroad which places the 
Maryland Democratic boss in a position 


to cuon- 
trol the State and city Directors. There are 23 


Directors, of which number 7 are appointed by 


the Mayor of Baltimore and 4 by the Buard of 
Public Works of the State, these represeuting 
the State and city holdings of stuck. 

The appointment of Gorman is undoubtedly 
a result of the bitter war Mr. Cowen and the 
independents have been waging against bim 
and his followers. The large vote polled by the 
independents and the Republicans at the city 
election frightened Gorman more than has any 
previous reform movement. Cowen has beet 
fighting him and showing up the corrupt 
practices of the ring for four years. Gorman 
has seen thé strength of the oppesition increas- 
ing every year, until he realizes that 
he must do something to crush the 
fearless Cowen or go under himself. The annual 
meeting of the stockholders and the reorganiza- 
tion of the Directory wiil take place on Nov. 2i. 
Senator Gorman suddenly became ambitious for 
a Directorship. The complement of city and 
State Directors was fully made up, but the 
Board of Public Works, composed of the Gov- 
ernor, State freasurer, and State Céntrolter, 
was happy to accommodate Mr. Gorman, and 
oue of the Directors agreeably resigned. Mr. 
Gorman took bis place. 

The State’s and city’s interests will now be 
fully protected, say the Gorman orgaus and the 
Gorman office holders. But business men, with 
an eye to the future, think differently. Wioning 
over 1 Director in addition to the political 11 in 
the directory would give the latter a majority. 
By degrees the great corporation could then be 
turned into a givantiec political machine. When, 
many years ago, John W. Garrett came inte 
tho Baltimore and Ohio directory, the road waa 
in the hands of politicians and on the verge of 
bankruptey. It was John W. Garrett, wha 
wrested it from the politicians and established 
iton afirm basis. If the Gorman crowd is per- 
mitted to have sway,it willin afew years re- 
quire another John W. Garrett to save 
the road from ruin. As a gentieman 
said to-day, recalling the remark of Robert Gar 
rett: “Don’t let Jay Gould steal Maryland in 
my absence.” Mr. Garrett should have said: 
“Don’t let Arthur Gorman get the Baltimore 
and Obio Railroad while [ am away.” 

It 1s the opinion of some wise and conservative 
business men that Gorman will not be able to 
control the city and State Directors us a whole. 
The Mayor appoiuts the city Directors. Gen. F. 
C. Latrobe, the new Mayor, although put ip 
office by the ring, is not liked by Gorman, 
who was compelled to run him for 
the office because he was undoubtedly 
the strongest candidate they could have nom- 
inated. Latrobe, therefore, bas openlv declared! 
that he is under no obligation to Gorman or the; 
other bosses. He may kick when Gorwan wants 
him to appoint Directors for the Baltimore and 
Ohio that Gorman can control. Besides, Mayor 
Latrobe 1s himself a large stockbolder and per- 
sonal friend of Mr. Garrett, and may not care to 
let Gorman run a corporation in which he has 
interests. But then, Latrobe has said before 
that the bosses couldn't control him, and they 
have nevertheless managed to influence him ta 
a considerable degree. 

It is not likely that Gorman will have much 
trouble in controlling the 11 directors when 
the time comes. For the present Gorman will 
be contented to get rid of his old enemy, Cowen; 
but that gentleman may give the Maryland boss 
considerable trouble. Gorman will probubly try 
to intimidate and menace Cowen; but if Mr. 
Cowen would not permit any of the bLigher offi- 
cers in the Baltimore and Ohio to silence his 
political progress, be certainly will not stop for 
Mr. Gorman. 

For the past week rumors have been circu 
lated that Mr. Cowen intendec resigning. No one 
A banker said to-day that 
he did not think the politicians could ever again 
get their grip on the Baltimore and Ohio. The 
syndicate of baukers now reorganizing the com- 
pany wouid take steps to prevent it. 

Gorman is wn intimate friend of Mr. Garrett 
Whether Garrett had anything to do with his 
going in the directory is not known, but it is 
not likely. Mr. Garrett always corntributed 
liberally to the Democratic campaign funds. In 
return Gorman was expected to instruct the 
Legislature to favor privileges for the corpora- 
tion. Now, however, sinee Mr. Garrett has re- 
tired from the Baltimore and Ohio Presidency, 
Mr. Gorman thinks, probably, that as he no 
longer has a firm friend in the corporation he 


| will look after his interests himself, and, as the 


ring newspapers say, guard and prutect the city 
and State interests.

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A MAYOR FOR BROOKLYN WITH- 
OUT A BOSS. 

WHY HE FINDS SUPPORT AMONG ALL 
CLASSES OF VOTERS—ESTIMATES OF 
THE CANDIDATES’ STRENGTH. 

It is a brave and inspiring fight that Col. 
Andrew D, Baird is making for the position of 
Mayor of Brooklyn. If absolute faithfulness to 
every trust that has ever been confided to his 
eare, rigid personal and official honesty, a rngged 
hostility to jobbers, great and small, and a broth- 
erly sympathy with the toiling people, from 
whom he came, should bring to his assistance a 
majority of the voters of his city it would not 
be surprising, and such a result would undoubt- 
edly prove to be a good one for the city. The 
campaign is now being hotly pushed, with 
nightly meetings in nearly every ward that are 
drawing out great masses of people, and the 
excitement on both sides promises to be intense 
before election day. 

Col. Baird is leaving nothing undone that 
political knowledge can suggest in the way of 
expedients for reminding the voters of their 
duty. Ue is addressing them by letter. During 
each day he visits as many places as possible 
in which masses of workingmen are employed, 
and he appeals to these men with the zeal and 


heartiness that one laboring man would natur- 
ally appeal to his brother for help. He is 
sanguine of his ability to arouse by this course 
an interest in his behalf, and he will follow it 
until the day of election. 

The friends of Col. Baird, who are making all 
possible efforts to supplement his well-organized 
personal canvass, are relying less for support 
tor him upon condemnation of Mr. Chapin, his 
opponent, than they are upon the assertion that 
there are many reasons for believing that, if 
elected, his career as Mayor would be a more in- 
dependent and fearless one than that of Mr. 
Chapin could be expected to be, considering that 
his nomination was only procured with the con- 
sent of ‘‘ Boss” McLaughlin and the ring of base 

oliticians who have brought discredit upon 
Brooklyn by their control of Mayor Whit- 
ney during his term of office, Superior 
education, superior training, greater gifts of 
eloquence are conceded to be advantages 6n- 
joyed by Mr. Chapin, but not greater indepena- 
ence, stricter attention to public duties, or more 
thorough aversion to jobbery and political 
trickery. Mr. Chapin talks well; he almost 
promises to do well; but there is a lurking fear 
among some of the voters who have watched 
his career. that he may not be strong enough 
after election to withstand the pressure, the im- 
portunities, and the demands that would un- 
doubtedly be made upon him as soon as he 
should reach the Mayor’s office. 

That Col. Baird is stronger than his party is 
discovered from the attempted predictions made 
by the Democrats of Mr. Chapin’s vote and plu- 
rality. This lead of Col. Baird is variously esti- 
mated at trom 1,000 to 5,000. A very tew 
Democrats can be found who believe that Mr. 
Chapin’s majority will go to 8,000. These men, 
however, have evidently based their calcula- 
tions upon the record for the last twoyears. In 
1885, in the contest for Governor, Hill received 
$8,084 more votes than Davenport. Peskham, 
the Democratic candidate for Judge of the Court 
of Appeals in 1886, ran 8,232 votes ahead of 
Daniels, Republican. 

The registration shows a great deal of 
terest in the contest. In 
127,000 enrolled voters. This year the number 
is slightly larger. There will be a loss of part of 
the registered vote, but it is estimated that 115,- 
000 votes will be east. With the Republicans 
solidly united in Col. Baird’s support and all the 
Democrats voting for Mr. Chapin it might be 
fair to assume that the Democratic candidate 
would lead the Republican by from 5,000 to 
8,000 votes if there were no other candidates. 
But it is not at all clear that Col. Baird 
will not gain so many votes of laboring 
men, who would otherwise vote for Mr. Clancy, 
the Labor candidate, as to materially change 
the figures. Itis admitted that many Demo- 
erats of the laboring class will vote for Col. 
Baird for personal reasons. For reasons not 
discreditable to Mr, Chapin heis not altogether 
popular with all the politicians of his own 
party. This feeling of indilference, not to say 
hostility, will be another element of weakness 
to be considered as it undoubtedly is held to be 
one by Col. Baird’s friends. 

While the Prohbibitionists are active, there is 
no more enthusiasm among them now than there 
was in 1884, when 8t. John was a candidate for 
President, and when they only cast 1,306 votes 
for him in this city, and 55 more in the rest of 
Kings County. 

Col. Baird is not obliged to eontend with any 
feeling of doubt about whether he will remain 
independent of “bosses” aiter election. Those 
who confide in him give him their entire confi- 
dence. He counts upon not only the Republican 
vote, but also upon the votes of many Demo- 
crats who have reasonable doubts as to whether 
**Boss” McLaughiin would permit Mr. Chapin to 
beafree Mayorif he were elected. As thisis 
the case, itis perfectly evident that the chance 
fora plurality for Mr. Chapin is not only small, 
but that it may by diligent and earnest work be 
made smaller during the remaining days of the 
campaign. 

A meeting of alleged independents in the in- 
terest of A. C. Chapin was beld last night in the 
Art Assoelation Hall, on Montague-street, 
Brooklyn. The meeting was called by a self- 
appointed Committee of Twenty-two, every 
member of which was a Democrat. A, Augustus 
Healy, a Democrat, was selected to preside. He 
made a speech and read off a list cf 120 Vice- 
Presidents, beginning with Gen. John B. Wood- 
ward. Among the whole 120 only one, Adrian 
Van Sinderin, was a Republican. The first 
gpeaker was Mr. Chapin, who was received with 
considerable applause. Edward M. Shepard 
followed him, and speeches were made by R. R. 
Bowker, Benjamin H. Bayliss, F. W. Hinrichs, 
and C. W. Bowen.

WAS IT A DEAL? 


A POLITICAL DEBT PAID IN THE NOM- 
INATION OF COL, FELLOWS. 

Last year Col. Fellows was s candidate 
for [tne Democratic nomination to Congress 
in the lower district of the city. When the con- 
vention of the United Democracy met “ Fatty” 
Walsh appeared with a strong foliowing and de- 
manded the nomination. It was reported that 
Col. Fellows had been promised the nomination, 
and upon the appearance of Walsh the conven- 
tion was abruptly adjourned. When it eame 
together again outsiders anticipated a fight, 
but to the surprise of everybody Walsh was 


withdrawn by his friends, and Lloyd Bryce, the 
son-in-law of Edward Cooper and nephew 
by marriage of Mayor Hewitt, who had 
not been mentioned before as a candi- 
date, was proposed by the followers of 
Walsh. Col. Fellows’s name was not mentioned 
and the nomination was immediately and 
unanimously made. It was said that Col. Fel- 
lows was not nominated because he did not live 
in the district, although he had previously been 
promised the nomination, as everybody under- 
stood. It was afterward reported that he was 
very angry and threatened to retire from poli- 
tics and resign his office and have nothing more 
to do with the Democratic Party. He subse- 
auontly relented, however, and retained his 
office. 

It was afterward reported that Walsh’s ex- 
penses were repaid to him, with an indefinite 
sum besides. A few months later Walsh was ap- 
pointed to the lucrative and responsible position 
of Warden of the Tombs by the President of the 
Board of Charities and Correction, upon the 
recommendation of Mayor Hewitt, Edward 
Cooper, and other County Democrats. 

It was known beforehand this year that 
Tammany would have accepted the nomination 
of De Lancey Nicoll, and for that reason the 
County Democracy did not propose him, not (de- 
siring his nomination. It was also known to 
them beforehand that the Tammany leaders 
would not accept Fitzgerald. Fitzgerald, how- 
ever, was proposed by them as if in good faith 
until suddenly, and as if by a premeditated 
plan, Fitzgerald’s name was withdrawn and Col.

Hewitt, ana that it was for this reason that the

DIFFICULTIES UNDER WHICH OUR CON- 
SUL AT FLORENCE LABORS.

He receives a salary of 
$1,500 a year, without perquisites, $100 less 
than a third class clerk in any of the public de- 
partments at Washington. Out of this salary 
the Consul is expected to pay the transportation 
of himself and family to his post of duty, which 
costs him 500 at the lowest estimate, 
and during the tourists season he is ex- 
“pete og to extend all proper courtesies and 

ospitalities to the numerous American vis- 
itors who resort to that famed centre of 
Italian art feulture.- His troubles, however, do 
not end here. Under present tariff requirements 
he is called upon to certify whether an importa- 
tion of statuary into the United States is a bona 
fide copy of the antiques entitled to admission 
as such, or whether it is »u ‘manufacture in 
marble,” liable to a duty of 50 per cent. ad$va- 
lorem. Our present Consul in Florence was 
appointed from Lhnois in January last on the 
recommendation of Mr. Springer and other 
members of the Illinvis delegation. He was 
quite as much an expert in art matters 
as could be reasonably expected to take 
the office at $1,500 a year and $500 off for the 
first year; but he was not as well posted on 
sculptures as on other questions familiar to citi- 
zens of Illinois. A ‘New-York firm, Messrs. 
Baldwin Brothers & Co., recently sought to im- 
port from Florexce a copy in marble of Canova’s 
famous group, ‘‘Cupid and Psyche.” Our Con- 
sul at Florence declined to certify that this was 
a work of art, on the ground that such certificates 
could only be issued from the works of 
the old Greeks and Romans. Canova’s “ Cupid 
and Psyche’ was accordingly asseased for 
duty at 50 percent. ad valorem as a ‘“‘ manu- 
facture in muarble.”’ The importers protested. 
Acting Secretary Thempson to-day requested 
the State Department to furnish our Consul at 
Florence witha copy of the United States Su- 
preme Court's decision on the question of what 
constitues a work of art, and in the meantime 
has allowed the importers an extension of timo 
of four months in which to obtain anu amended 
certificate from the Consul so as to relieve their 
importation of the duty assessed upon it. The 
Committee on Foreign Affairs proposed last year, 
with the concurrence of the State Department, 
to raise the salary of the Consul at Florence to 
an amount sufficient to compensate an efficient 
man, but Messrs. Holman and Randall objected 
that this would be a change of existing law and 
could not be adopted under the rules, and Chair- 
man Burns, of Missouri, in Committee of the 
Whole, sustained the objection. There has been 
pending in Congress for two sessions a bill re- 
lieving all works of art from import duty, but 
the Committee of Ways and Means has invaria- 
bly buried it, stating in reply to the remon- 
strances made that it was not prepared to enter 
upon tariff reform by piecemeal.

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THE RAHWAY BANK CASE, 

RAHWAY, N. J., Nov. 3.—Chancellor Me- 
Gill has filed his decision in the matter of the 
Rahway Savings Bank in relation to the petition 
of certain depositors to have the bank wound 
up. The affairs of the bank are mixed up with 
those of the city through the fact that there are 
$181,000 worth of water bonds among the assets 


of the institution. The city authorities who 
have been engaged in compromising the huge 
debt of the city have been anxious to get the 
water bonds on the market so that they might 
force a rom po on them, and thus create 
party capital. Several of the leaders who were 
depositors or represented depositors Grew up a 
petition to the Chancellor alleging mismanage- 
nent and neglect upon the part of the managers 
of the institution. The Chancellor appointed 
Special Master in Chancery Muirhead, of Jersey 
City, to make a thorough investigation, and the 
managers were fully exonerated. 

The complaining depositors then petitioned 
the Chancellor to have a Receiver appointed, 
or, if not, to have a committee of the managers 
appointed, allowing them to select the commit- 
tee. Both of these requests have been refused 
by the decision just filed.

A discussion was had between almost all of 
the gentlemen present in which it was as- 
serted that the Central Liquor Dealers’ Associa- 
tion was employing every device to defeat the 
High License candidates for re-election solely 
because of their efforts last year to pass the 
two high license bill and of their probably 
continued course, if elected, in the same 
direction. Money was being dealt ont lib- 
erally for the defeat of the two gentlemen. 
In view of these circumstances the committee 
deemed it the wisest course to issue an address 
to the voters of the two Assembly districts call- 
ing upon them, entirely irrespective of party 
feeling, to support Messrs. Hamilton and Crons- 
by. The following document was therefore pre- 
pared and will be given wide circulation:

RUMORS CAUSED BY HIS ABSENCE FROM 
BUSINESS. 

Isador Cohnfeld, the wealthy ostrich 
feather dealer, at Green and Spring streets, tolda 
TIMES’s reporter early last Summer at Fleetwood 
Park that he intended to sell out his stable of 
fleet and costly trottersin a short time and go 
to Europe for a vacation from business cares for 
an indefinite time. He has not been seen 
at his place of business since Saturday, and 
this, coupled with the facts that he has lately, 
been selling a large amount of goods through 
the auction houses, that his place of business, 
which cost originally $300,000, has been sold 
recently to Louis Mandel, of Chicago, for $350,- 
000, and that his stable has been sold out, laid 


the foundation of a rumor which started among 
his business neighbors, that he was in financial 
straits, and had gone away on that account, 
His store has been kept open for some time 
under the management of Joseph Periam, who 
holds a power of attorney from Mr, Cohnfeld, 
ane. oi bills that have been presented have been 
paid, 

Julius J. Frank, of 243 Broadway, Mr. Conn- 
feld’s attorney, said, when called upon yester- 
day, that Mr. Cohnfeld was sick and had left the 
city by the adviee of his physician, Dr. 
Adolph Kersler. He added, when told 
that some persons who had had deal- 
ings with his client were anxious to know 
where he was, “Everybody will be paid.” 
Dr. Kersler said that he had advised Mr.. Cohn- 
feld. to leave the city as he was suffering from 
nervous prostration and insomnia, which was 
probably brought about by some trouble con- 
nected with his business, of which he knew 
nothing. 

One feather merchant thought that Mr. Cohn- 
feld’s absence from the city was connected in 
some way with the failure of Isaac B. Rosen- 
thal, of St. Louis, which was reported here yes- 
terday, as Mr. Cohnfeid is related in some way 
to Mr. Rosenthal. But M. 8, Heymann, the for- 
mer partner of Mr. Cohnfeld, when asked last 
night if he knew what kept Mr. Cohnfeld away 
from his business, pointed significantly at his 
head, and said: “ The trouble with Mr. Cobnfeld 
is here. There is nothing the matter with his 
affairs. His accounts are all right.” IL. B. 
Heymann, a son of M. 8. Heymann, who is in the 
ewploy of Mr. Cohnteld, was very non- 
committal when asked as to his employer’s 
whereabouts. *“‘I do not know that he is 
away from town,” saidhe, “I only know of 
no difficulty with his affairs and that he is very 
ill and cannot be seen. Any other story must 
have arisen from business complications of G. 
H. Lichtenheim.” As to the nature of these 
complications Mr. Heymann would net speak, 
saying that Mr. J. Perians could give all par- 
ticulars.

THIEVES. 


THEIR PLANS DISCOVERED BY A TIMELY 
ARREST. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 3.—Pinkerton de- 
tectives have arrested John Fussell, a colored 
porter, who has been in the employ of John 
James Dobson, the big carpet manufacturers, 
tor years. Through his arrest they have un- 
earthed a plot of professional thieves to rob a 
number of the big stores on Chestfiut-street by 
inducing trusted employes to join them and 
pave the way to the safes of several 
large houses. The shadowing of Fussell 
was a tedious job, and for the past seven 
weeks detectives have followed him day and 


night. He was arrested on Wednesday, and 
held by Magistrate Durham for a further hear- 
ing on the llth inst. Heis nowin Moyamen- 
sing, 

About seven weeks ago James Dobson received 
information that he had better keep a watch on 
Fussell, Mr. Dobson at first wouldn’t think of 
snch a thing, but he gwas finally told that his 
porter, who was employed at the Chestnut- 
nut-street steres, above Eighth-street, was con- 
sorting with thieves. Fussell had been employed 
in the store for eight years and every day carried 
all the money of the previous day’s sales to 
bank. Altogether he has carried hundreds of 
thousands of dollars to bank, and Mr. Dobson 
thought him as honest as the sun, but upon con- 
sultation with bis brother John he concluded to 
have the porter shadowed, and Capt. Linden, of 
the Pinkerton Detective Ageney, was sent for. 
He went back after his first visit and 
took two detectives with him. Fussell was 
quietly pointed out to them, and has been 
shadowed ever since, and his many conferences 
with professional thieves overheard. He was in 
the act of handing to a crook a pieee of soap 
bearing the impression of the keys to Dobson’s 
vault and safe when arrested. 

Capt. Linden has learned that a gang of 
professionals had, by taking into their con- 
tidence trusted employes, arranged to rop a 
number of big Chestnut-street stores. All Capt. 
Linden would say was this: ‘‘ We haven’t got to 
the bottom of it vet. It isnecessary now for 
thieves who are after big game to go in 
with somebody who has the run of the 
nlace they wanttorob. It’s easily enough done.

FUNDING FRENCH RENTES. 


THE GOVERNMENT PASSES ITS BILL~ 


THE CAFFAREL SCANDALS. 

Paris, Nov, 3.~The debate on the Gov- 
ernment bill to convert the 444 per cent. rentes 
into 3 per cents. was begup in the Chamber of 
Deputies to-day. MM. Allain, Targe, and Sou- 
beyran admitted the expediency of conversion, 
butexpressed disapproval of the Ministry’s meth- 
od for bringing it about. They declared that 
the measure really contemplated a loan 


under another name. M. Ribot defended the 
measure, but with reservations. M. Atmagat 
opposed it. M. Rouvier, the Prime Minister and 
Minister of Finance, said all accepted the prin- 
ciple of the measure. He pointed out the ad- 
vantages to be derived from the proposed con- 
version, and said that the Goverament would 
adhere to the bill as it stood. 

M. Salis here presented the report of the com- 
mittee appointed to inquire into the Caffarel 
seandal, The President inquired whether the 
Chamber would suspend the discussion on the 
financial measure to hear the report. The Cham- 
ber voted in the negative, 

Mr. Rouvier then continued. The creation of 
37,000,000 franes of four per cent. rentes, he 
said, would produce dead stock. The abolition of 
the extraordinary budget for 1888 was impos- 
sible; but the Government would arrange 
eventually to suppress such budgets. The 
Prime Minister concluded by demanding the 
adoption of the bill. At a subsequent 
meeting of the Right it was resolved not to con- 
vertinto a Cabinet question a debate which 
should remain purely financial. The first clause 
of the Conversion bill was finally adopted. 

M. Pichon moved an amendment providing 
that the 445 per cent. rentes be converted into 4 
per ceuts. 

Premier Rouvier tauntingly challenged the 
Extreme Left to interpellate the Government on 
its general policy instead of changing the 
character of the financial debate. [Ap- 
plause from the Centre.} The conversion, 
he said, would cost the taxpayers 
nothing. ae a from the Right and Ex- 
treme Left.] The Government would obtain 
160,000,000r. for armaments without 
creasing the burdens of the State. 
citement. | 

M. Pichon’s amendment was rejected—344 to 
172. The bill was passedin its entirety by a 
vote of 276 to 161. M. Rouvier consented to re- 
duce the cost of the conversion to 1,500,000f. 
The Chamber adopted a proposal requiring the 
Government to submif to the Budget Com- 
mittee a detailed statement of the costs. 
The Chamber then decided, by a vote of 314 to 
233, that the report of the committee on the 
Caffarel scandals be read forthwith, and debate 
on the report was fixed for Saturday. The com- 
mittee in their report disavow any intention to 
substitute a Parliamentary investigation for a 
judicial action, but say they consider that an 
inquiry alone can satisfy public opinion, and they 
propose that such inquiry relate to the five 
points already mentioned. 

M. Rouvier, the Prime Minister, gave testi- 
mony to-day before the Chamber of Deputies 
committee which is investigating the scandals 
in connection with the sale of Legion of Honor 
decorations. He explained thatthe Government 
considered the inquiry/useless,jbut the committee 
by a vote of 10 to 1 maintained that the inquiry 
Was necessary. M. Rouvier informed the com- 
mittee that the Government would not make 
the inquiry into the Wilson affair a Cabinet 
question. M. Rouvier also made @ long state- 
ment which tended to exonerate M. Wilson of 
anything beyond imprudence.

BrussExts, Nov. 3.—Sixteen hundred 
miners have struck work in the Borinage dis- 
trict, A renewal of rioting is feared.

MADRID, Nov. 3.—At the trial of Hillai- 
raud to-day for attempting to murder ex-Mar- 
shal Bazaine, medical witnesses testified that 
the prisoner was a victim of “ patriotic insani- 
ty” and was not responsible for his actions. The 
trial will be concluded to-morrow. 


Berne, Nov. 3.—A reward of 500f. has 
been offered for the discovery of the assailants 
of M. Saluz, chief of the Labor Party, who was 
stabbed, it is alleged, by Anarchists. Saluz has 
sinee died from the effects of his wound. 


VIENNA, Nov. 3.—A dispatch from St. Pe- 
tersburg to the Politische Correspondenz says an- 
other Nihilist plot has been discovered. The 
headquarters of the conspirators were in the 
house of an apothecary named Schuppe, in 
Jekatermerhof Prospect. The police raided the 
house and made several arrests. ‘They also 
found a number of bombs. 


BERLIN. Nov. 3.—The Emperor rose from 
his bed at 2 o’clock this afternoon and gave an 
audience to Count Radolinski, who will soon 
join the Crown Prince in Italy. The Emperor 
bas sanctioned the assumption by the Hanover 
Provincial H peararsacgl f of the ecclesiastical di- 
rection of German Lutherans in Cape Town, 
Worcester, King Wiiliam’s Town, and British 
Kaffraria. 

The German East Africa Vitu Company has 
been formed, with a capital of $125,000, which 
has been fully subscribed. 

It is stated that Prince William, Count Schou- 
vailoff, the Russian Ambassador, and Count Her- 
bert Bismarck held a conference which lasted two 
hours at the latter’s residence on Tuesday last. 
After the conference Count Herbert went to 
Friedrichsruhe. 


LIVERPOOL, Nov. 3.—The Hamburg-Amer- 
ican Packet Company, of Hamburg, have con- 
tracted with Messrs. Laird, of Birkenhead, for 
the construction of a fast steamer, to be 460 feet 
long, 56 feet beam, and of 12,500 horse power. 
This steamer will be a sister ship to the steamer 
recently contracted for with the Vulcan Ship- 
building Company, of Stettin. She will havo all 
modern improvements and will be ready in the 
Spring of 1889 for the New-York service. 

St. PETERSBURG, Nov. 3.—The Porte has

PLAINFIELD, N. J., Nov. 3.—One year ago 
@ syndicate of wealthy citizens of this town 
uniting with Mrs. Carrie B. Taylor, a property 
ower, brought a suit in the New-Jersey Su- 
preme Court against the Plainfield Fire Board 


charging that it had no lawful right to levy or 
collect taxes for fire purposes. By a decision in 
favor of Mrs. Taylor, which was handed down 
to-day, Plaintield finds itself with a Fire Board 
and no way yet provided for obtaining money to 
conduct its Fire Department. 

The town is in two counties, Somerset and 
Union, and governed by two forms of govern- 
meuts, borough and city, respectively. This 
being the case, the Fire Board has been allowed, 
more by courtesy than anything else, to do quite 
as it pleased, levying and collecting taxes from 
the citizens living in both counties. ‘The fire 
limits were not absolutely prescribed, and the 
conduct of the whole business has been of ne- 
cegsity rather informal. By this decision itis 
necessary to entirely reorganize the Fire De- 
partment. Since there are two municipal Gov- 
ernments, there may be two Fire Departments. 
Another interesting question likely to be raised 
is to whom does the present fire equipment 
belong. There are three engines and hose car- 
riages and a truck. Teere is only one engine 
inthe borough. The decision seems likely to 
complicate matters for a time. 
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FIRE MARSHAL MURPHY HURT. 
CHICAGO, Noy. 3.—Fire Marshal Edward 
Murphy, one of the bravest firemen in Chicago 
and the idol of the department, was struck by a 


train to-night while driving to a fire and in- 
jured so adly that he will probably die. 
Murphy misunderstood a signal given him 
by the flagman at the Kinzie-street crossing 
of the Northwestern tracks, and drove squarely 
in front of a passenger locomotive. His horse 
was killed, the buggy torn to Parte and 
Murphy injured about the back and internally. 
Marshal Murphy is only 33 years old. He has 
saved more lives than any other man in the Chi- 
cago department. 


JAILS IN BRITISH INDIA. 
Calcutta Dispatch to the London Times. 
From a Government review of the vari- 
ous jail reports it appears that in 1886 there 
were 748 jails in British India, and 364,934 per- 


sons were imprisoned during the year, the latter 
number being nearly 14,000 in excess of the re- 
turn for 1885. Among the convicts were 899 
Europeans, 219 Eurasians, 39,665 Moham- 
medans, 90,748 Hindoos, and 12,867 Buddhists; 
140,843 were males, and 9,265 females. The 
total cost of maintenance was 4,759,878 rupees, 
the earnings of the prisoners were 1,151,206 
rupees, and the net cost of the Jail Department 
was 3,608,672 rupees.

A SUSPICIOUS BOX SENT TO MR. WAITE 
—A POSSIBLE HOAX. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—An attempt was 
thade to-night either to kill or maim Chiet- 
Justice Waite, of the United States Supreme 
Court, or to perpetrate a silly hoax. 

About 6:30 a small box was sent to his house 
through the special delivery postal service. It 
was a pasteboard box about 10 inches by 6, 
looking something like a valentine box, and was 
addressed in a small, cramped, and apparent- 
ly disguised backhand writing, ‘To the 
Honorable Chief-Justice Waite, No. 1,415 
I-street, N. W., Washington, D. C.” Near 
the bottom were the words “important 
papers,’ underscored. The thing inclosed 
was a glass tube about 10 inches long and of the 
diameter of a lead peneil. The tube was bent at 
an angle of about 60 degrees, and was fastened to 
the box by means of small pieces of heavy paper 
pasted overit. The tube for most of its length 
contained a jet-black liquid, but about one 
and a half inches from the end was 


@ percussion cap separating the fluid from a lit- 
tle more than an inch of coarse powder, appa- 
rently what is known as Atlas powder. 
At the other end of the powder was an- 
other percussion cap, and to this was at- 
tached the wire which was apparentlyintended to 
explode the tube, This wire waa joined toa 
small rubber band fastened to one side of the 
box, and another wire ran from the rubber toa 
“hook and eye,” which was held in place by a 
piece of paper pasted over it. If the machine is 
really what it seems to be, the raising of the lid 
would have exploded it. Before it reached the 
Justice’s house, however, the box was stamped 
on one side hy a post office employe, and the 
force with which the blow was struck in stamp- 
ing cansed the wire to slip through the “hook 
and eye,” thus severing Lhe necessary connec- 
tion 

There are circumstances which lead to a sus- 
picion that the whole thingisa hoax. The per- 
son through whonui the matter was brought to 
the attention of the police is a young mau who 
sells news to newspaper correspondents, and 
whois not by many regarded as trustworthy. 
His name is withheld at the request of the police, 
to whom he told substantially the following 
story: 

About 6 o’clock he went tothe Post Office to 
mail a letter, and going to one of the desks to ad- 
dress it, he noticed a man putting the address of 
Chief-Justice Waite on a box. He says he 
thought nothing of it at the time, and there- 
fore did not observe the man closely enough to 
be able to identify him. When on the street, 
however, the thought came to him that there 
was something suspicieus about it, inasmuch as 
the Chief-Justice had on Wednesday delivered 
the opinion denying a writ of error to the con- 
demned Chicago Anarchists. 
to the home of the Chief-Justice and 
inquired of him if he had _ received 
a box. The Chief-Justice said he had 
not, and the young man then went to the Post 
Office and ascertained that the box had been de- 
livered at 6:30 0’clock. He next informed the 
correspondants of the Chicago 7ribune and Cin- 
cinnati Commercial- Gazette of the matter and of- 
fered to sell them a story about it. The corre- 
spondents desired to make afurtherinvestigation, 
and went the police station and told the story to 
Detective Sergeant Hollanberger, who immedi- 
ately called on the Chief-Justice, who then 
acknowledged receiving the box and gave it to 
the Sergeant. The Chief-Justice said he had re- 
ceived the box while at dinner and had opened 
it, but without beipg harmed, the wire which 
was to have exploded it having been detached as 
already stated. Mr. Waite did not attach any 
importance to the box and said he thoughtita 
sensational hoax.

MASTER OF THE SITUATION. 

PHILADELPHIA, Noy. 3.—The movement 
to finish the construction of the South Pennsyl- 
vania Railread appears to have come toa halt. 
The undertaking was based upon the presump- 
tion that the Vanderbilts and their followers in 
New-York, being unable to complete the sale of 
their interest in the South Pennsylvania to the 
Pennsylvania Company because of the proceed- 
ings instituted by the Attorney-General in the 
Common Pleas Court of Dauphin County, would 


be willing to dispose of their interests to others 
or to join in the work of completing the railroad. 

Last July the Pennsylvania Company put a 
damper upon the project by bringing suit in 
the United States Court for the Seuthern Dis- 
trict of New-York,in which the plaintiff obtained 
a@ preilminary injunction restricting the Vander- 
bilts from disposing of their interest in the 
South Pennsylvania or proceeding as if they 
were its partial owners. Yesterday was the day 
tixed by law for the defendants to answer, but 
no answer, motion, or demurrer was filed, and 
the case continues tn such aahape as to give 
the Pennsylvania Company all the advantages 
of the preliminary injunction, which eifectually 
blocks the Vanderbilts from taking any part in 
the construction of the road. 

The Pennsylvania Company alleges that the 
ease pending in Dauphin County cannot be 
prosecuted to final hearing until the Vander- 
bilts file an answer in the cause. This, they 
have neglected to do, and litigation is thus re- 
tarded. Notwithstanding the fact that the 
Supreme Court sustained the preliminary Iin- 
junction granted in Dauphin County, restraining 
the Vanderbilts from completing the transfer of 
their South Pennsylvania stock to the Pennsyl- 
vania Company, the latter company maintains 
that upon final hearing a different decree would 
be rendered. So long as the completion of the 
South Pennsylvania is obstructed, the Pennsyl- 
vania Company way be regarded as ahead of its 
opponents, and by the failure of the New-York 
parties to answerin the United States court it 
continues to be master of the situation.

MR. PITSHKE’'S CONDUCT AD

USING ITS PRIVILEGES FOR TWO YEARS.

William F, Pitshke, the Democratic nom-.

No- 
body seemed particularly anxious to cultivate 
thealleged Mr. Nehrbas, and as time wore on the 
members of the association became accustomed 
to his presence. He seemed thoroughly at home 
and made the most of every advantage the 
library afforded. Whether he required the books 
for his information, the newspaper files for 
his amusement, or the tables for his feet, he took 
the same cool possession, and retained it irre- 
spective of the wishes or comfort of others. 
This vondition of aifaira continued for two years, 
and throughout all that time he was addressed 
as Mr. Nehrbas, and never once did he deny by 
word or look that that was his name. 

Finally Charies J. Nehrbas was elected a 
Judge of the City Court. The librarian and his 
subordinates were considerably surprised to 
hear of this fact, inasmuch as they had not 
formed a very high opinion of the man they had 
known and addresse so long as Mr. Nehrbas. 
Nevertheless, they felt it incumbent upon them 
to congratulate the successfnl candidate.

There- 
upon Mr. Berry dispatehed one of his wen for a 
poiiceman, and Mr. Pitshke, probably thinking 
that the policeman might not be so patient as 
the librarian, discreetly took his departure. 
Since that time he has never appeared in the 
Law Library.

THE HEALTH BOARD'S 
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IMMIGRATION FROM CHOLERA 
SHOULD BE DISCOURAGED. 
President Bayles, of the Health Board, in 
reply to a letter from Mayor Hewitt, asking if it 
would be desirable to request the National 
Government to order the removal of vessels 
now in port supposed to be infected with cholera, 
said in a letter yesterday that he saw no 0oo- 
casion for such action. ‘The Alesia,” he said, 
“has already sailed and the Britannia is at 
present said to be free from disease. 


In the ease of the Burgundia, which I under- 
stand is nearing this port with afull cargo and 
passenger list from infected Mediterranean 
ports, itis probably too late for any effective 
action. If she is free from sickness there would 
seem to be no good reason for refusing her per- 
mission to discharge and land her passen- 
gers, after a proper detention and purification 
at Quarantine. If, on the other hand, she has 
cholera aboard it would be an act of inhumanity 
to order her again to sea, as it is doubtful if 
enough would live to take her into the port from 
which she cleared. The horrors of such a voy- 
age can be imagined, but searcely described. 
‘It is undoubtedly true that the arrival of ship 
after ship crowded with immigrants from chol- 
era-infected ports or districts is a public mis- 
fortune to be avertedif possible. In view of all 
the facts, I would respectfully urge the desira- 
bility of disecouragingsuch immigration, and the 
Board of Health would cordially second any effort 
you may be pleased to make to that end. Ifthe 
Federal Government can in any way interpose 
to check immigration trom ports infected with 
contagious diseases, it should be asked to do so.” 
This is the opinion of the Board of Health, with 
the exception Dr. of W. M. Smith, Health Officer 
of the Port, who was not present at the confer 


ence of the board. 
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THE SANDS FAMILY PROBLEM. 

Seventy-five or 80 people met under the 
collective description ofthe Sands family at the 
residence of Mrs. J. C. Saunders, 119 West 
Forty-fourth-street, last night, to devise ways 
and means of converting several metaphorical 
flocks of birds in the bush to a sufficient number 
of birds in the hand to supply all the members 
of the aforesaid Sands family with at least a 
bird apiece. They claim to be descendants and 


heirs of Capt. John Sands, who was the de- 
scendant and heir of an Archbishop of York, 
who died about 250 years ago and left an im- 
mense estate. 

The subjects of consideration by the Sands 
family last night were the extent and where- 
abouts of the estate, ana whether it consisted of 
real or personal property, or both, or perhaps 
neither, and the missiug link necessary to estab- 
lish the chain of title between the defunct Areh- 
bishop of York and the individual members of 
the Sands family. Everybody had a geneolog- 
ical tree, showing conclusively that they were 
members of the Sands family. They were able 
also to show by these geneological trees a fair re- 
trocession to asymmetrical association just above 
the trunk of the perfect tree, which is repre- 
sented by Capt. John Sands, and which grew up 
from the roots represented by the Archbishop of 
York. But between the trunk and the branches 
there is an awkward space that refused to be 
filled. The Sands family were averse to com- 
municating any further information than is con- 
tained in the foregoing statement, but they de- 
clare that they have strong hopes of some time 
bagging some of the game they are after.

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WILD ANIMALS ESCAPE, BUT ARE EASILY 
CAPTURED—ONE MAN KILLED. 

Sr. Lovuts, Mo., Nov. 3.—John Robinson’s 
circus train was wrecked at the Union Station 
this evening, and a pair of lions, a tiger, a 
leopard, and a hyena succeeded in escaping 
from the cages. The excitement was intense for 
afew minutes, but the animals, being of the cir- 
cus kind, were more scared than the people and 
were easily captured. The train had just ar- 
rived from Fort Scott, Kan., where the last 
stand had been made, and its destination was 
Cincinnati, where the show has Winter quarters. 
The train consisted of 20 flat cars, carrying 
animal cages and circus paraphernalia, and 3 


passenger coaches for actors and employes. A 
stop was made in the Missouri Pacific yards, 
and when the signal to start was given the train 
pulled out rapidly toward the bridge. As one 
of the front cars was passing over the “ puzzle 
switch” it jumped the track, and the cars and 
cages in the rear dashed over it and collided 
with a freight train going in the opposite direc- 
tion. A canvasman named James Squires was 
killed, and two others, named Fuller and Isle, 
were dangerously injured. The ition 
cage was shattered and the _ lion 
and his consort leaped out on the 
track and circled around the wreck twice, and 
when the people fied, terror-stricken, the lions 
did likewise. They crawied under the wreck, 
leaving nothing to be seen but their tails. ‘he 
tiger made a bee-line for the baggage room and 
took refuge behind some trunks. The hyena 
dodged under a freight car and howled. The 
leopard ran around for a few minutes and 
knocked a couple of men over and then jumped 
back into the wrecked eage. The lion tamer was 
the first man to the rescue. He grabbed the 
African monarch by the tail and dragged him out 
from under the wreck and tossed him into an- 
other cage. Then he seized the female consort 
by the tail and neck and led her into the cage. 
Ther both seemed grateful to him for the pro- 
tection thus tendered them. They had never 
seen the jungle and were not bad animals. Oue 
fiery gentleman shot twice at the tiger in the 
barrage room, but the lion tamer took tie fright- 
ened beast by the neck and led him into a box 
car. The hyena meanwhile nad been stoned by 
some bad boys, and was howling mournfully 
when reseued. A big boa constrictor was cut to 
pieces under the wheeis of a car and two 
mountain lions were killed. The tiger was shot 
in three places and the hyena lost half his tail. 
A pair of ibexes were killed and a half dozen 
monkeys are still at large. 


HEZEBEIAH SMITH DEAD. 


THE END OF A LONG AND ACTIVE BUSI- 
NESS CAREER, 

TRENTON, N. J., Nov. 3.—Hezekiah B. 
Smith died at Smithville, Burlington County, to- 
day. Mr, Smith was born at Bridgewater, Yt., 
in 1816. He learned the trade of a worker in 
wood and at 19 went into business for himself. 
At 30 he had passed through bankruptcy and 
paid off all his debts. He went to Woodburn, 
near Boston, then the centre of the Eastern 
blind-making trade, with a machine of his own 


invention that cut and cleansed 40 mortises a 
minute, and for which the Massachusetts Char- 
itable Mechanic’s Association. presented him a 
gold medal. Since then he had taken out over 
20 patents, 

About 16 years ago Mr. Smith went to a small 
manufacturing village near Mount Holly, in this 
State, bought the biggest concern there, with 
numerous other buildings, snd converted them 
into residences for his workmen. He spent 
nearly $500,000 in improvements, and the vil- 
lage was named Smithville in his honor. He 
built a fine hallfor the use of the operatives, 
and for many years employed and paid a band- 
master to teach the mechanics instrumental 
music. The Smithville Mechanic, a weekly 
journal devoted to mechanics, science, anda lit- 
erature, also owed its existence to him. Lately 
he had been manufacturing bicycles. 

Mr. Smith served as a member of the Forty- 
sixth Congress from the Second New-Jersey Dis- 
trict, and was in the State Senate in 1883, 1884, 
and 1885. Hewas an old-fashioned Democrat, 
with strong prejudices, and it is said a single 
spub by ex-Gov. Abbett while the iatter was in 
office made Mr. Smith his enemy tor life. He 
was one of the obstacles which Mr. Abbett could 
not overcome in his efforts to succeed Gen. Sewell 
in the United States Senate.

BOGUS FIRE INSURANOE. 

IsHPEMING, Mich., Nov. 3.—The failure 
of the business men of Ironwood to receive the 
amount of their insurance by the late fire has led 
to an investigation of insurance matters in 
Northern Michigan and Wisconsin. The amount 
uncollectable at Ironwood is $60,000. The com- 


panies carrying the policies, which are small 
concerns in Lincoln, Neb., and Louisville, Ky., 
claim that the insurance was placed through a 
Chicago agency, and that they never received 
the premiums. Agents in New-York, Philadel- 
phia, Chicago, and other cities have been fiood- 
ing the district with circulars offering to take 
any and all risks refused by other companies at 
any rate obtainable, and as raies in regular 
coinpanies are high these sharpers succeeded in 
writing up a large amount of insurance.

METHODIST BOOK CONCERN AND MIS- 
SIONARY SOCIETY’S PURCHASE. 

The Methodist Book Concern and the 
Missionary Society have contracted to buy the 
property at the southwest corner of Fifth-ave- 
nue and Twentieth-street. If the ‘titles to the 
property shall be found satisfactory within the 
present month the transfer will be made on 
Deo. 1 by the payment to the present owners of 
$439,000. This price wi!! be paid for a frontage 
of 104 feet on Fifth-avenue and 170 feet on 
Twentieth-street, or about seven lots. Consider- 
ing that the purchasers will proceed at once to 
tear down and remove the buildings now stand- 
ing there, the price for ths corner by the time it 


ean be cleared for anew structure will be not 
far from $65,000 a full lot, or $26 a square foot. 
The construction of a new building will begin 
early in the Spring in the expectation that it 
will be ready for occupancy within two years 
from this time. There will be stores on the ave- 
nue and offices and meeting rooms above, the 
purchasers buying and sharing the property in 
the proportion that they now own and use 
the building at Broadway and Eleventh-street— 
three-fourths by the Book Concern and one- 
fourth by the Missionary Society. 

The property at Broadway and Eleventh- 
street has been owned and occupied by the two 
organizations for nearly 20 years, Talk of 
moving and erecting a new building began last 
February. Committces were then appointed, 
who have since examined various properties. 
When the site at Fifth-avenue and Twentieth- 
street was at last selected the contract for the 
purchase was speedily drawn. It is not decided 
what disposal will be made of the pea 
quarters. They may besold or rented, The new 
building will be built to accommodate the print- 
ing and bindery departments of the Book Con- 
cern, which have been in operation on Mulberry- 
street for 40 years. The Muiberry-street building 
will probably be sold.

THE WORK OF THE EVANGELICAL ALLI- 


ANCE IN THEIR BEHALF. 


To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

The following letter has been addressed 
by the Evangelical Alliance to voters and candl- 
dates throughout the State: 

A chief object of this alliance, representing the 
many millions of Americans who rest their faith 
upon the Bible, is the promotion of religious liberty 
as the foundation of our American civilization and 
civil freedom, and as essential to the other objects of 
the alliance looking to co-operation in Christian 
work. To the committee which has now the honor 
to address you has been committed the task of ob- 
serving and resisting danger to the Kepublic from 
assaults under cover of legisiation, upon freedom of 
conscience, the public schools, and the school fund. 

For some years the attempt to induce the Legis- 
lature of New-York to strike down freedom of con- 
science in defiance of the Constitution by classifying 
children in religions classes and then subjecting 
them to sectarian teachings and discipline has been 
met and defeated by this committee, aided by many 
thousands of earnest protests, without regard to 
creed or party, from every part of the State. Last 
year the assault upon the public schools and the in- 
tegrity of the schoo) fund was renewed by two bills, 
each looking toa division and perversion of the school 
fund for the support of Roman Catholic schools. 
Similar bills were introduced in the Legislature of 
other States, showing that the school question was 
being quietly introduced into our politics by those 
opposed to American institutions, and that the aim 
and extent of the movement should be understood. 
Some particulars of these bills and of the grounds 
on which they were opposed by the alliance are 
given in the documents of the alliance Nos. 23 
aud 24, of which a copy is addressed to you 
with this letter, and there is appended on the next 

age the constitutional guarantee and resolutions 

y which both the Republican and Democratic Par- 
ties, in their National Convention, stand pledged to 
preserve the public schools and the schoo] fund and 
to maintain inviolate our ancient doctrine, ‘No con- 
nection of Church and State.” 

Believing that an overwhelming majority of the 
American people and the more enlightened and loy- 
al of our adopted citizens are devoted to the public 
schools, and that the only danger is from secret 
deals of party managers, surrendering American 
principles for foreign votes, in violation of the 
pledges and honor of their respective parties, the 
alliance, in accord witha practice approved by 
American sentiment, invites a fair expression on 
this subject by distinguished citizens, and especiai- 
ly by those who are candidates for high positions of 
trust, legislative and executive, to the end that no 
movement on a subject of such boundlessimportance 
shall be conducted by secret intrigues instead of 
by open and manly discussion.

On Dec. 31, 1872, GARVIN, 
in whom the public had no confidence, was 
succeeded in the office of District At- 
torney by BENJAMIN K. PHELPS. Mr. 
PHELPS shared the public distrust of the 
District Attorney’s office as managed by his 
predecessor, and he did not retain the valu- 
able services of JOHN R. FELLOWS as 
an assistant.

These 
dates are extremely significant. Why did 
WILuIAM M. TWEED, on the day when his 
escape from conviction for infamous 
crimes had naturally put him in a 
most Fgenerous frame of mind toward 
all who had contributed to that 
‘result, make a ‘‘ generous offer’ to JOHN R. 
FELLOWS, a man who only a month before 
had been employed by the city of New- 
York to get him and his criminal associates 


into State prison if possible ? 


And why 
should Col. Frrntows have permitted 
this odious and _ virtually convicted 
felon*to approach him with ‘“ generous 
offers,” much less to make those offers 
good? An honorable attorney who 
had taken part in the preparations for 
TWEED’s prosecution would no more have 
asked and accepted money from him at 
such a time than he would have entered a 
den of rattlesnakes. The humiliation 
of protested notes and the discom- 
fort of ejectment for non-payment of 
rent are to be reckoned as among 
life’s trifling annoyances compared with 
the deep damnation of accepting a large 
sum of money from WILLIAM M. TWEED at 
a time when there is the strongest presump- 
tive evidence that the money was in pay- 
ment of corrupt services just rendered in 
securing a disagreement of the jury. 

Was JOHN R. FELLOWS one of TWEED’S 
jury fixers? Had he revealed to TWEED 
the plans and purposes of the District Attor- 
ney’s office during the month of December, 
1872, when the indictments were found ? 
Or in what way had he, so lately an Assist- 
ant District Attorney, been able to put 
TWEED in a mood to make this gener- 
ous offer and fulfill it? We hope FErtL- 
Lows and his friends realize that these 
proofs of his corrupt dealings with TWEED 
are absolutely fatal to him and his chances 
of election unless some complete and final 
explanation is at once made. 


MISTAKING THE QUESTION. 

Mr. PLatTT does not understand the strait 
he is in in this canvass, or else he does not 
know how to get outof it. The voters of 
New-York are not worrying about Gov. HILL, 
especially the Republican voters, They do 
not think very highly of him. They are 
prone to believe that he would make 
“deals” in politics with “Lou” PayYN or 
“Tom” PLATT, orany one else, if he thought 
he could make anything by them. They 
know his record; they think they know his 
character; they do not admire the one or 
trust the other. They need no light on 
either. What they need, and what Mr. 
PLATT does not give them, is some decent 
reason for excusing PLAT?T’s conduct in 
politics, and above all in the Quarantine of- 
fice. Gov. HILu is not the leader of the 
Republican Party in this State. He did 
not “run” the State Convention, or make 
the Republican nominations for Senate and 
Assembly, or put up BELDEN for Congress. 
He cannot control the Republican machin- 
ery next year, or help BLAINE to a nomina- 
tion, or put a worse man in his place. The 
Republicans know him and know how to 
deal with him when the timecomes. Just 


He must pay for (now their affair is with PLATT. 


What Mr. PLATT must do is to plead to 
the indictment. It will be of no use for 
him to abuse Gov. Hirt. The Governor did 
not make the record, and it is the record 
that accuses Mr. PLatT. He is the known 
chief of the Quarantine ring. He has kept 
his man SMITH in office, and himself also, by 
the bold and simple, but transparent, de- 
vice of preventing the confirmation of nom- 
inations by the Republican majority in the 
Senate. Under this control the Quarantine 
has been grossly neglected until it has be- 
come a nuisance and a source of danger. 

It has been also a source of wealth, and 
the money it has yielded -has been used in 
forwarding PLAT?’s political schemes. 
These schemes have had for their object 
the filling of PLatr’s pockets, the defeat of 
honest men whom he cannot use, the rivet- 
ing his hold on the organization of the Re- 
publican Party. The ends have been bad; 
the means have been equally bad. The will 
of the party in every district where PLATT 
has found it to his interest to interfere has 
been balked by intrigue, bargaining, and 
corruption. The party has been weakened, 
discredited, discouraged. The question of 
the moment, the question of this election, 
is whether PLATT shall be established more 
firmly in his power, or whether he shall be 
overthrown.

HENKY EF. HOWLAND. 

Yesterday we took occasion to dwell upon 
the exceptional qualifications of DANIEL 
G. Roiurs for a place on the bench of the 
Supreme Court. To-day we have some- 
thing to say of the merits of Mr. HENRY 
E. HOWLAND, his associate on the Repub- 
lican judiciary ticket. It is creditable to 
the Republican Convention that in select- 
ing candidates for judicial positions it 
sought for men who by their character and 
abilities would commend themselves to the 
support of citizens of every class, irrespect- 
ive of party. It would not have been pos- 
sible to name two men more eminently 
qualified for judicial service, and no other 
consideration seems to have had weight in 
making the nominations. 

Mr. How anpD set out in his legal practice 
with the best academic and professional 
education which this country affords, and 
applied it ina manner that displayed native 
ability of the highest order. In his thirty 
years’ experience at the bar and on the 
bench in this city he has developed those 
quahties which command confidence in a 
high degree. While his ability, his learn- 
ing, and his experience are such as would 
warrant his support for the highest judicial 
station, his peculiar strength lies in the 
sturdy integrity and uprightness of his 
character, his eminent fairness, and unfail- 
ing courtesy. He is peculiarly qualified by 
these characteristics for a place on the bench, 
where he could be depended upon to hold 
the scales of justice with an absolutely 
even hand. When, by the appointment 
of Gov. Drx, he filled out a term on 
the bench of the Marine Court, he 
displayed his eminent fitness for judicial 
duties in a manner that has led the Repub- 
licans twice to nominate him for a Judge- 
ship in the Superior Court at times when 
they sought to give strength to their ticket 
by good judicial nominations. The confi- 
dence which his thoroughgoing honesty 
and integrity as well as his ability have in- 
spired led to his appointment at different 
times as President of the Police Depart- 
ment and of the Tax Department of the 
city, but he declined those places, prefer- 
ring to devote himself to the profession for 
which his talents and his training specially 
fitted him. A place on the bench would be 


the very field in which to display the quali- | 


ties with which he is so richly endowed, 
and when the opportunity comes for the 
public to avail itself of such qualities in its 
judicial service it ought not to be lost. 

One of the Republican candidates would 
naturally be regarded as the opponent of 
Judge LAWRENCE, whose claim to election 
rests upon the fact that he is already serving 
outa long term onthe bench, with a record 
that is not open to serious criticid#ix. But his 
best friends would hardly claim that in the 
qualities of mind and character that go to 
make up the ideal Judge he approaches Mr. 
HOWLAND. Whileit is a sound principle 
that good Judges ought to be re-elected so 
long as there is no assurance that better 
would be putin their places, at the sametime 
when there is an opportunity of elevating 
the character of the judiciary by a change 
which would put a higher type of character 
on the bench, strengthen it in learning 
and ability and in those special qualities 
which command confidence and veneration, 
it should not be lost out of too much regard 
for an incumbent who has merely done 
creditably. In making the choice, partisan- 
ship should be altogether put aside, for 
nothing is more to be deprecated than de- 
termining the selection of Judges by polit- 
ical affiliation. Judge Howwnanp is not 
and never has been a politician, and asa 
Judge on the bench he would be far beyond 
the reach of party influence. He would 
prove one of the ablest and purest of jurists, 
and his election would be hailed by all 
good citizens as another step forward in 
vindicating the possibility of securing an 
able and upright judiciary by popular 
choice, 


BELDEN’S PRETENSES. 

It is a fact worth noting in the present 
canvass that Mr. BELDEN, of Syracuse, is 
making his canvass asthe special champion 
of the laboring man. His chief plea for the 
support of the wage workers is that he is in 
favor of “protection to American labor.” 
But how does he propose to protect Amer- 
ican Jabor? Primarily by duties on imports, 
But what duties? First and most heavy, 
those on the tools, machinery, and the 
materials of tools and machinery, on which 
American workmen depend for their work. 
Every dollar added to the cost of tools and 
machinery is deducted from the amount 
that can be profitably expended in labor. 
Therefore, the protection Mr. BELDEN’s 
policy as to these would afford is in reality 
a burden. 

Next, by duties on wools and woolens. 
These duties increaso the cost of the cloth- 
ing the workingmen of Syracuse have to 
buy for themselves and for their families. 
They do more aad worse. They add to the 
costof manufacturing woolen cloth in this 
country, and, therefore, leave less to be 
paid in wages in this industry. In a double 
way, as in the case of iron and steel, Mr. 
BELDEN’s protective policy is oppressive and 
burdensome. But, the advocates of that 
policy will say, if American manufacturers 
make large profits they can afford to 
pay higher wages. True, they can afford 
to do so, but they donot. On the contrary, 
they pay just as little as they can make 
their men take, and the statistics show that 
the average wages are only one-seventh of 
the value of the finished product. That is 
due to the fact that American workmen do 
better work than the English, and have 
better machinery to work on, so that a 
day’s labor here is worth more than there. 
While a day’s wages are lower in England 
than here, the work done by an Americanin 
a day costs morein England than here. The 
duty on woolen goods is more than four 
times the cost of the labor on the goods, 
so that the pretext that it is imposed to 
“protect American workmen” is false. It 
is imposed to enable woolen manufacturers 
to charge more for the goods the workmen 
wear or buy. 

Now, if we take into consideration the 
character of the man who is running on 
this false issue, what reason is there why 
workingmen should support him? None. 
A lobbyist, aman who has made much of 
his wealth from cheating the taxpayers, 
cannot be accepted as the friend of the 
workingman because he says that he is, 


CHOLERA AND QUARANTINE. 

In his official communication to the Mayor 
upon the precautions to be taken against 
the importation of cholera the President of 
the Board of Health expresses the senti- 
ments of his fellow-citizens. He ‘ urges 
the desirableness® of discouraging such im- 
migration” as that from ports infected with 
cholera, and pledges his department to do 
its part toward carrying out any measure 
that may be adopted to that end. Inas- 
much, however, as the only proposal that 
has been made is that vessels arriving from 
infected ports shall be turned back, and 
as Mr. BAYLES does not favor that sugges- 
tion, his letter is scarcely a practical con- 
tribution to the discussion. ; 

The growing feeling in favor of restrict- 
ing and regulating immigration, apart alto- 
gether from considerations of the public 
health, is likely to be manifested before 
long in Congress. It so happens that the 
immigration from the Italian ports now in- 
fected constitutes one of the grievances 
which legislation is expected to allay. 
There are many industrious and peaceable 
Italians, but the contribution of the Italian 
immigrants to the work of the country is 
made mainly in the form of unskilled labor. 
Those Italians who are not engaged in such 
manual labor as requires no skill em- 
bark in the petty traffic of fruit stands 
and the like. There is no immigration less 
indispensable, in an economical sense, to the 
welfare of the country. Socially they form 
an element even less desirable. They no 
more identify themselves with the country 
in which they live than do the Chinese, and 
in the principal cities they form quarters of 
their own into which no well-advised per- 
son cares to venture alone after nightfall. 
They give trouble to the police very far out 
of proportion to their numbers, and more 
crimes of violence are annually committed 
by them than by an equal number of per- 
sons of any other nationality. 

The power of Congress to deal with Ital- 
fan immigration, as with any other immigra- 
tion, is unquestioned. This power is an at- 
tribute of national sovereignty against the 
exercise of which no foreign nation can 


| raise any objection not founded upon the 


express terms of a treaty, though, of course, 
it may adopt retaliatory measures. It is not 
likely that the Italian Government would 
do this, seeing that the recruitment of the 
army is becoming a subject of almost as 
vital importance to Italy as to the greater 
powers, and that very nearly all the Italian 
immigrants to this country are’ liable to 
military service, and, it may be added, ofa 
character that makes military service about 
the best use to which they can be put. Of 
course, it is not to be expected that if Con- 
gress undertakes to restrict immigration it 
will proceed by proscribing nationalities, 
always excepting the Chinese; but any 
restriction that is at all effectual must oper- 
ate at least as strongly against Italian im- 
migrantion as against that from any other 
country. 

We have thus the spectacle of an immi- 
gration which most people regard as upon 
the whole worthless, if not positively harm- 
ful, to the country, even when the immi- 
grants present themselves in good health, 
made the possible vehicle of the transmis- 
sion of a disease that would do more mis- 
chief in a year than all the Italian immi- 
grants could do goodintenyears. Itis mon- 
strous that we should or should seem to be 
helpless in the face of such a danger. The 
Treasury Department, in the absence of 
legislation by Congress, is powerless to take 
any steps toward interfering with com- 
merce, except to sustain the action of the 
locai authorities. The letter of Mr. BAYLES 
shows the powerlessness of the Board of 
Health of the city. Yet the Health Officer 
of the port has ample power to do what- 
ever is needful to be done to avert the 
danger of pestilence. He differs from 
the executive officer of most boards 
in not being responsible to the commission 
with which he acts. It does not appoint 
him, cannot remove him, and is not empow- 
ered to exercise any control over him. 
PLATT may be Dr. SmitH’s “ boss” in politics, 
but he is not so inlaw. Upon the Health 
Officer of the port the law puts the undivid- 
ed responsibility of protecting the city and 
the country from imported pestilence. The 
respousibility cannot be shirked by any 
plea of lack of means to do the work. After 
conferring upon the Health Officer powers 
very ample and very liable to abuse, the 
statute creating his office goes on to say: 
“It shall be the duty of the Health 
Officer, in the presence of immediate 
danger, to take the responsibility of 
applying such additional measures as 
may be deemed indispensable for the 
protection of the public health.” It is 
to be hoped that there may be no occasion 
hereafter to cite this provision of the 
statute to show that Dr. Smita might have 
averted a danger that he did not avert. 
It is certain that upon him alone will rest 
the responsibility if it shall appear that 
any immigrant from an infected Italian 
port who has passed the quarantine of 
New-York has become a centre of infection 
for any community in the United States, 


The Evangelical Alliance is doing a pub- 
lic service by bringing to bear, through its 
Committee on Legislative Action, upon 
candidates for public office a test of. their 
position on the public school question. It 
asks them, first, whether they arein favor 
of maintaining the public schools, and, sec- 
ond, whether they are in favor of main- 
taining the integrity of the common school 
fund of the State. These are pertinent 
questions, in view of the efforts that have 
been made to divert the public funds 
for the support of sectarian schools of 
the Catholic Church and the constant as- 
saults upon the public school system made 
by the authorities of that church. In 
view of the condemnation of the “godless” 
schools by those authorities, their constant 
efforts to establish schools of their own 
and to prevent the adherents of the church 
from allowing their children to go to those 
of the public, and their insidious and open 
attacks on the whole system, it is a little 
peculiar, not to say imprudent, for the 
Catholics to show so much anxiety to get 
those of their own faith into the public 
chools as teachers and into the official 
boards which control them. It is the well- 
known attitude of that church on the sub- 
ject which gave significance to the contro- 
versy over the appointment of Dr. McNa- 
MARA as a Trustee in the Ninth Ward, and 
the threats of political death made against 
Commissioner SPRAGUE for opposing that 
appointment shows an animus quite charac- 
teristic of the foreign and Roman Catholic 
hostility to this peculiarly American insti- 
tution. Whenever and wherever this fight 
is made the American people should be 
ready to meet it. 


A few months ago a vacancy in the Yale 
Corporation was filled by the election of tho 
Rev. Dr. MunGER, of New-Haven, a min- 
ister whose connection with what is called 
“the new departure” in the theology of the 
Congregational churches had been clearly 
revealed to the public while he was sup- 
porting the cause of Missionary HumME 
against the decisions of the American 
Board. Another vacancy was filled last 
Tuesday by the selection of the Rev. Dr. 
GEORGE LEON WALKER, of Hartford. Dr. 
WALKER does not appear to hold the theo- 
logical belief of the Andover School, but 
he is farfrom being in sympathy with the 
majority of the American Board. His ad- 
dress at Springfield'was one of the memora- 
ble features of the convention. He urged 
the board to withdraw from the field of 
theological debate and return to the neu- 
trality of the past. ‘“‘A representative of 
old school views,” he reminded the meeting 
that ‘“‘this conception of the possibility of 
Divine grace extended in another world to 
men is as old as the second century of 
Christian history ;” that it had ‘been en- 
tertained by some of the noblest and saint- 
liest fathers of the Christian Church,” 
and is “set forth by men who have done 
more than any others to roll back the 
tide of German infidelity during the last 
thirty years.” “Why,” he asked, ‘ cannot 
we rise to the simple, calm, grand com- 
mission of Jesus CurRist in His message, 
‘Go, preach this gospel of love and grace 
of Gop to men,’ without splitting and 
dividing upon philosophical explanations 
of the plan of grace?” Thé elerical mem- 
bers of the Yale Corporation are very con- 

| servative, but a majority of them do not 


seem to yield to the influence of one of 
their associates, the Rev. BuRDETr Hart, 
whose election preceded Dr. MUNGER’s, and 
who declares that the views which have 
been held, as Dr. WALKER says, “ by some 
of the noblest and saintliest fathers” 
are now entertained by “only a few Mug- 
wump politicians.”

Arumor was current at Sanitary Head- 
quarters yesterday that one or more cases of 
cholera, due to passengers on the Indipendente, 
had occurred in this city, and that the officials, 
for prudential or other motives, had kept the 
matter secret.

THE GLASSMAKERS AT 


Sse 


ALL THE FACTORIES MAY BE 
CLOSED NEXT MONTH. 

THE MANUFACTURERS COMBINED TO 
PROTECT THEMSELVES FROM THE 
RULE OF THE UNIONS. 

Representatives of all the pressed glass- 
ware factories in New-York and the New-England 
States, and a committee representing the man- 
ufacturers in the balance of the United States, 
held a secret meeting yesterday at the Astor 
House. Theconference is of the greatest im- 
portance to the 7,000 skilled workmen known 
asthe Flint Glass Workers’ Union of America, 
3,000 of whom are employed in the Eastern Dis- 
trict, comprising aportion of Pennsylvania and 
all of New-Jersey, New-York, and the New-Eng- 
land States. Ofthe largest factories in this dis- 
trict, three are operated in Brooklyn and three 
each in Philadelphia and Boston. A big factery is 
in operation at New-Bedford, Mass. Before the 
adjournment of the meeting it was decided to 
shut down every glass factory in the East at the 
close of the present morth. 

Messrs. D. C. Ripley, of Pittsburg, Penn., and 
R. J. Beatty, of Steubenville, Ohio, as a com- 
mittee representing the Western Flint and Lime 
Glass Manufacturers’ Association, met the 


manufacturers of this district, among whom 
were Messrs. James Gillinder, of Philadelphia; 
W. L. Libbey, of Boaton; Hibbler, of Brookiyu, 
and Shirley, of New-Bedford, Mass. ‘The trouble 
between the glass tirms and their men through- 
out the West has been growing for three months, 
In submitting the annual scale of prices, the 
workmen demanded that the “gathering boys” 
be allowed in full for all glass gathered by them, 
irrespective of the amount ruined or destroyed 
by the pressers or finishers, or for what 
damaged ware came through the bars. The 
manufacturers refused this demand, and avowed 
their determination to hold the gatherers re- 
sponsible for their share of the work. Under 
the rules of the associaiion a strike can be pro- 
claimed only on 30 days’ notice, and, finding the 
manufacturers firm, the Western glassworkers 
gave notice of a strike. 

Factories in the Eastern States are not affect- 
ed by this trouble, their scale being adjusted on 
another basis. With the factories throughout 
the East running, however, a strike in the bal- 
ance of the country might be prolonged inceti- 
nitely, the workmen here being in a position to 
coutribute large sums to the support of their 
fellow craftsmen. If, however, the Eastern 
manufacturers could be induced to close their 
factories when the strike was inaugurated in the 
West, the New-York workmen would be unable 
to assist, and the Union would be crippled 
throughout the entire country. To urge the 
shut-down of Philadelphia, Brooklyn and Bos- 
ton factories Messrs. Ripley aud Beatty came to 
New-York and succeeded aa stated above. It 
was wore readily agreed to by the Eastern 
firms from the fact as, alleged, that there are dif- 
ferences existing between employers and their 
men in nearly all the glass factories here. 

The contest will take an added interest from 
the fact that the war of extermination isto be 
waged against one of the strongest organizations 
of skilled labor in the country. The glassware 
trade is in good condition, with good stocks on 
hand, and manufacturers say they can maintain 
a strike with ease all Winter. In fact, it will be 
beneficial to trade. 

The glass factories in Brooklyn are those of 
the E. P. Gleason Manufacturing Company, in 
Greenpoint; Francis Storm, Second and North 
Eleventh streets; Francis Thill, Kent and Tay- 
lor avenues, and the Concord Glass Works,of Hib- 
bler and Doerfiinger, Concord and Gold strects. 
The latter firm is among the largest in this 
section. Mr. Hibbler was seen yesterday after- 
noon by a TIMES reperter. He expressed a dis- 
inclination to discuss the meeting, but when 
acquainted with the facts already in the report- 
ers possession, said: 

“Twas only in attendance fora short time, 
and the proceedings were of no interest to the 
public.

**Was it not decided to shut down all the East- 
ern factories as aresuit of the strike ordered in 
the West?” asked the reporter.

OFFICIAL ACTION OF THE OHIO FOOD 
COMMISSION — ANALYSES OF THE 
CHIEF BRANDS OF THE COUNTRY— 
DETERMINATION OF THEIR STRENGTH 
AND VALUE. 

The Ohio State Dairy and Food Commis- 
sioner, Gen. 8. H. Hurst, has*made public (Cir- 
cular No, 6) the result of the commission’s in- 
vestigation of baking powder. This comission 
was formed by the Legislature, with instructions 
to make an examination of the food supply of 
the State, and to give a report of such examina- 
tion to the public. The examination of the bak- 
ing powders was made by Prof. H. A. Weber, 
State Chemist, and, relating as it does to an arti- 


cle of daily use in the food of almost every one, | 


is of particular interest. 

The rather startling fact is brought out by the 
report, that of the 30 different brands of bak- 
ing powder analyzed, composing about all those 
sold in the State, 20o0f them are made from 
alum, asubstance declared by the highest medical 
authorities to be injurious to health when used 
in food. 


The Commissioner classifies the baking pow- 


ders into three general divisions, according to 
their value: 

First—Cream of Tartar Baking Powders; 

Second-—-Phosphate Baking Powders; 

Third—Alum Baking Powders. 

The object of baking powders is, when mixed 
in the flour and subjected to moisture, to zener- 
ate a leavening gas in the dough, which will 
raise the bread and cause it to be porous and 


light. The Commissioner explains that the best 
baking powder is that which, the ingredients 
being healthful, gives off the largest amount of 
leavening gas and leaves the smallest amount of 
residuum in the bread. A small amount of car- 
hbonate of ammonia, whichis considered heath- 
ful, is used in some of the cream of tartar pow- 
ders to give them a higher strength. The 
commission say that pure alumis undoubtedly 
a hurtful salt, and that the resultant salts from 
its combination with soda as formed in the 
bread can scarcely be less hurtful. The report 
ranks the powders and shows the amountin each 
of inert resultants, which in using it would ap- 
pear as residuum in the bread, as follows:

BAPTISIS APPLAUDING NICOLL 


THE REV. DR. MACARTHUR’S PRAISE 
WARMLY SECONDED. 

The Baptist Social Union dined last night 
at Delmonico’s. It was a “ ladies’ meeting,” 
and the company filled the big banquet hall. 
Cappa's Band played, Miss Marie Van sang, and 
the Rev. Dr. R. 8. MacArthur and the Rev. Rich- 
ard D. Harlan made speeches.. Dr. MacArthur's 
theme was “ Religion and Politics.” He said: 


“Noman ought tobe ashamed to bea politician. 
If there 1s anything pressing the American 
people to-day it is to need the affairs of govern- 
meut. It is to the interest of some men to keep 
the pool of politics dirty. It is our interest to 
make the pool clean. Christianity implies the 
performance of political duty. We are to-day 
confronted by great responsibilities. The labor 
question has assumed remarkable prominence. 
Mr. George has aroused thought. The dis- 
cussion must not be sneered at. A solution of a 
large partof the labor problemis not found in 
fewer hours of labor, but in fewer glasses of 
liquor. Religion only can solve the problem. 
The golden rule is the highest rule for the gov- 
ernment of employer and of employe. The tem- 
perance question is another subject presenting 
responsibility. Here is the field in which anti- 
poverty resolutions may count. Every home 
should be an anti-poverty society, with the wife 
as its President. My chief difficulty with the 
temperance men in the past has been that they 
are impracticable. They attack Dr. Cros- 
by, @ man who by his deeds shuts up 
more saloons than they do by their 

varrels among themselves. They tight 

r. Cuyler, who was a soldier in the temperance 
movement before these tonguey men were born. 
The Prohibition Party aims first to smash the 
Republican Party, next to found a new one, and 
last to restrict some time,in the far and nebu- 
lous future, the liquor traftic. I would reverse 
the order of their efforts. Theirs is a futile plan 
to do good. 

“The Sunday question looms up, too, in great 
importance, Acting as an agent for the movement 
recently organized for the preservation of the 
American Sunday, I sent yesterday letters to 
all the Republican and Democratic nominees, 
asking them to pledge themselves to opposition 
to any law which will permit the opening of the 
saloons after noon on the Sabbath. To-day I 
received pledges from Robert Ray Hamilton and 
Ernest H. Crosby. [Applause.] Now dvun’tiet us 
so often speak sneeringly of politics. We 
ought not even to speak sneerigiy of party 
politics or the party machine. There must be 
some kind of a machine. But it depends upon 
what sort of a machine it is. I think there 
come times when & man must, however, abandon 
all party claims and break from the traces; 
when moral issues force the honest citizens to 
reject a party nomination. 

‘‘T think this way to-night, when De Lancey 
Nicoll is before the people, [loud and long ap- 
plause,} that young man with the flashing 
sword and untiring zeal and dauntless heart and 
unimpeached integrity. I despise a man who 
would think more of his party than his city in 
such an issue as is before us now. This 1s the 
time, and here is the opportunity, to infuse 
more religion into politics. Doit and the result 
will be glorious goud to all.” [Applause.]

DRAMATIC AND MUSICAL. 


THE LYCEUM ACTORS AND THE 
NEW PLAY. 

The vital force of the new play at the Ly- 
ceum is all in its third act. Senator Rutherford, 
an upright, simple-minded, commonplace hus- 
band, learns in a ballroom that his wife is 
the subject of gossip. It is known that the Sen- 
ator has exerted his influence to secure the ap- 
pointment to an important office of Robert Grey. 
The matter of the tattle is this: That Mrs. Ruth- 
erford married the Senator because she was 
vain and ambitious; that she loved Grey, but 
cruelly jilted him, and then, touched by his for- 
lorn condition, cajoled her stupid husband into 
advancing her lover in public life. The Senator 
is shocked and. angry. He knows that his wife 
is @ pure woman, and he has reason to believe 
that Grey is a blameless man. He knows that 
the gossip, so far as it concerns his own action, 
is false. He learns that the scandal orig- 
a political 
rival of Grey. Grey is forced into a quarrel 
in the ballroom by Culver. Rutherford stops 


the quarrel, has his wife dance with Grey, and | 
He then summons both | 


then takes her home. 
Grey and Cuiver to his house, bears from Culver’s 
lips all that person knows, which is not much, 
and confronts him with the man whose char- 
acter he has assailed. Culver realizes that his 


bold scheme to supplant Grey in the Senator's | 


favor has failed, and departs with all the appear- 
ance of self-satisfaction he can assume. ‘Then 
Rutherford compels Grey to confess all the truth 
there is in the gossip’s story; that he loved Mrs. 
Rutherford before she was married; that he 
loves her still. Wnen Grey departs it is with 
the understanding that he is to remain in Amer- 
ica and fill the office secured by Rutherford’s 
influenee. 

The scene between husband and wife which 
follows is very simple, but touching and im- 
pressive. The room is lighted only by the re- 
flection from the fireplace. The spectator’s 
vision seems to actually penetrate the privacy 
of domestic life. The husband is not vindictive 
or obstreperous, The wife 18 gentie and confid- 
ing. She has tried to love her husband, and has 
but, to quote Mr. De 
Mille’s text, the image of Grey reimains in her 
heart. They were separated by a jealous wom- 
an, but Grey deserved to lose her; and she mar- 
ried Rutheriord because her father desired her 
to, and she respecied and admired the Senator. 
But, under the influence of his absolute sin- 
cerity, she cannot help confessing that 
she still loves Grey. It is very silly, 
perhaps, but if is the truth of human 
nature. It touches the hearts of the siin- 
pie, commonplace folks that sit before the play 
nightly, husbands and wives themselves oryoung 
men and wolwen about to become husbands and 
wives. The sceue is presented with uncommon 
skill, and has a very strong effect. The audience 
follow it with breathless atiention—with the 


strange feeling that, though deep'y interested, 
| they must be caretul not to let their presence be 
| known, fur they are eavesdroppers.

heart. 

There is a fourth act that shows how the wife 
and busband uuderstood eacn other better witd 
the lapse of time.

Pinero’s “in Chancery,” where the circumstance 
is treated with more humor. There is little wit 
in the play; the dialogue is as free from epigram 
as the couversations in Mr. Howells’s novels. 
What the people say generally seems to be what 
ordinary people would say in similar situations. 
As a matter of fact, though, ordinary people are 
very dull, and the personages of Mesers, Belasco 
and De Mille are never dull. They only lack the 
sparkling conversational qualities of Sheridan’s 
characters, or the people in Mr, Daly’s plays. 
Therefore a few high-flown plrases here and 
there, such as the heroine’s remark in Act LV. 
concerning, if our memory serves, incense rising 
from the heart, seem a little strange because of 
their environment. But incense rising from the 
heart may be a very good thing inits way. The 
best passage in the text, from a literary point of 
View, is a little dialogue in the last uct between 
two young Women rejating to schoolgirl ro- 
mance and true love. That is damty and im- 
aginative. Therest is unpretentious, and dues 
very weil. 

The theme of “The Wife” is that of “The 
Bauker’s Daughter” and * Young Mrs. Win- 
throp” and ** Pique.” It has served in hundreds 
of plays and will servein hundreds more. Itis 
here treated in a straightforward, reasonable 
way, and pleases because it is true. ‘*The Wife” 
is not ajereat play, anditmay not beremembered 
afterit has run its first course. It lacks brill- 
iancy, butit ia coherent, wholesome, and sensi- 
bie; and has an abundance of pretty sentiment 
that strikes home. The authors have done their 
work well, the object they haa in view being to 
provide a new piece, with people and a story be- 
longing to the present day and our own city, 
that would test the efficiency of Mr. Frohman’s 
newly-organized stock company. The man- 
ager’s wise selection of actors and the force of 
his discipline are shown in the performance, 
which is just what the play is not—brilliant. 

The central figure is Miss Cayvan as the wife, 
and her acting has the tone of absolute sincerity 
and the beauty of finished art. The subject is 
not very important, but the treatment elevates 
it. Miss Cayvan now has no formidable rival in 
the field of domestic comedy, and she has entire- 
ly overcome the studied artificiality of her 
earlier work. Her career began, practically,with 
* May Blossom.” In that careful compilation 
of Mr. Belasco the method of the actress always 
seemed to be visible; she was pretty and dainty, 
but artiticial. She seemed to be delivering an 
illustrated lecture on the art of dramatic ex- 
pression. She bas since become au artist. As 
Helen Rutherford her bruadened powers and in- 
creased facility are finely manifested. There is 
not a suspicion of staginess in the girl’s tender- 
ness or the wife’s sorrow; her tears are real and 
her laughter infectious, and the scene in the fire- 
lightis nature itself. Mr. Kelcey isanother actor 
who hasgrown greatly in a very short time. His 
performance of John Rutherford haa dignity, 
uuthority, and dramatic strength. He, too, 
treats the best scene in the play with nice 
artistic discrimination, and is very successful 
in depicting the gentleness and sincerity of the 
husband. Mrs. Walcot’s sparkling style and 
handsome presence, Mr. Wheatcrotft’s deft sug- 
gestion of an evil force masked by afair exterior; 
Miss Dillon’s kittenish humor, and Mr. Le 
Moyne’s agreeable drollery give variety and 
strength to the cast, which also includes Mr. 
Dickson, Mrs. Whiiten, Mr. Walcoat, Mr. Henry 
Miller, and Miss Grace Henderson. Ali but the 
two last namedare right inthe picture. Mr. 
Miller is unfortunately a trifle stagy, and Miss 
Henderson, at present, lacks repose. 

In all mechanical matters the production of 
“The Wife” is commendable, and its pictorial 
effects are beautiful, The outdoor sceneat New- 
port is marked by a charming blending of colors, 
and the three interiors are solid, tasteful, and 
luxurious, The Senator's library, with its big 
window looking out on Capitol Hill, in Washing- 
ton, isarich aud comfortable apartment. It is 
strange, though, that a Senator from New-York 
State should cut the Northwest and dwell near 
the Capitol. Mr. Belasco’s ingenuity in group- 
ing the people of a play is evidenced in every 
scene. The apple tree incident, involving Mr. 
Dickson, Miss Dillon, and an angry mamma, is a 
delightful picture. The same people will flock 
to the Lyceum to see “The Wife” who used to 
crowd the Madison-Square iu the days of ** Es- 
meralda’ and ‘* May Blossom.” 


THE THOMAS CONCERTS. 

Theodore Thomas opened his series of sym- 
phony concerts at Steinway Hall yesterday alt- 
erncon in the presence of an audience that filled 
the house with its numbers and applause. The 
programme was one combining solid worth with 
delightful variety. It began with the strong 
* Coriolanus” overture of Beethoven. This was 
followed by the same master’s luxuriant seventh 
symphony, a composition that for exuberant 


melody has no superior. After this came the 
Tausig version of Chopin’s & minor concerto, 
with its soft, mournful sentiment and graceful 
construction. An abrupt transition of style was 
the change to the introduction and closing 
scene of Wagner’s “Tristan und Isolde,” which 
glows with the unquevchable fire of passion 
aud surges with dramatic mudulations and cli- 
maxes. The brilliant and energetic, though 
somewhat overwrought, “Kaiser Marsch” of the 
same composer closed the concert. 
truly a wusical feast. The seventh symphony 
was indeed a fitting prelude to a series that 
promises so well. The Chopin concerto is a 
couiposition that one cannot hear too often. 
Though its main beauties are manifest, 1t has 
charms so subtie that only repetition can carry

The cor- 
net players especially sinned in this matter, 
treating their measures with a vicor akin to vio- 
lence, There was an occasional lack of cer- 
tainty in the attack of the strings, and 
a want of unanimity in one or two places. 
These faults, however, are not ineradicable, 
nor unnatural atthe opening of the season. 
Mr. Thomas’s band has been playing in the 
Metropolitan Opera House, and will find it 
necessary to regulate their dynamicsin accord- 
ance with new acoustics. There is no doubt 
that Mr. Thomas will speedily make matters 
right, and he has got together such a superb 
orchestra, containing all tne admirable material 
of last year together with some that is new, 
that only results of the highest order are to be 
expected. The performance of the “Tristan 
und Isolde” music yesterday left almost noth- 
ing to be desired. It was noble playing. Mr. 
Thomas directed in his usual quiet but firm 
Manner, and amused himself by conducting 
the Beethoven music from memory. He isto 
be congratulated on the auspicious opening of 
his season.

WAITING FOR THE VERDICT.

ALL THE EVIDENCE IN ABOUT THE 
FIFTH INSPECTOR. « 

Referee Stetson brought the fifth elec- 
tion inspectorship case to a finish last even- 
ing, and expects to make his report and findings 
to Judge Van Brunt, of the Suprme Court, to- 
day. Ifthe result is favorable to the United 
Labor Party, as they think it will be, an im- 
mediate application is to be made to the Police 
Commissioners for the appointment of the 812 
extra inspectors for Tuesday, providing, of 
course, thatindustrious Lawyer Wakeman, of the 
Progressive Labor Party, does not make 
another move and checkmate his opponent law- 
yer, Mr. Shepard. It is possible, but hardly prob- 
able, that the Referee will find in favor of the 


Progressive Labor Party, and it 1s possible that 
he may send in a verdict that neither the United 
Labor Party nor the Progressive Labor Party 
cast upward of 50,000 votes for Henry George 
last Fall, because it was shown that, technically, 
both parties were unnamed prior to election. 

James P. Archibald testified yesterday that 
there were 98 labor and trade organizations 
represented in the original call for independent 
political action, and there was no limit of time 
10 the work of the Executive Committee. Of the 
98 organizations of the George party formed in 
1886, nine trade unions participated in the 
founding of the Progressive Labor Party after 
the Syracuse Convention. Nine-tenths of the 
organizations in the Central Labor Union are 
represented in the United Labor Party. The 
continuity of the original George party was 
shown by the minute book of the Campaign 
Comittee, the witness having written the pro- 
ceedings of Jan. 6 lust. He also testified that at 
that meeting, the first forthe perpetuation of the 
party, there were present nearly allof the lead- 
ers of the subsequently crganized Progressive 
Labor Party, which was inspired by the action 
of the United Labor Party’s Syracuse Conven- 
tion. 

John McMackin testified to the holding of nu- 
merous meetings by the Labor Campaign Com- 
mittee of 1886 subsequentto the casting of the 
George vote and up to the reorganization in 
April. The witness admitted that there was not, 
technicaliy, acompact political party last Fall to 
run George, but all the elements of that cam- 
paign united In adopting the name and piatform 
of the United Labor Party last Spring. 

In his “summing up’ Mr. Shepara said that 
the Progressive Lavor Party’s attitude in the 
litigation was malicious and spiteful. Mr. Wake- 
wan denied the assertion emphatically. 

The Referee told the lawyers that he 
would give them until1l o'clock to-day to sup- 
mit briefs. Mr. Wakeman cowplained bitterly 
that the trial had been prejudicial to his side, 
and that he had been handicapped by the Ref- 


' eree’s construction of the certified order of Judge 


Van Brunt. He said he intended to ask his 
Honor for an extension to-day before the report 
was filed.

BROOKLYN'S HEAVY TAXES 


HOW THEY HAVE PILED UP 
UNDER MAYOR WHITNEY. 
TAXPAYERS SATISFIED THAT COL. BAIRD’S 


ELECTION WILL EASE THEIR HEAVY 
BURDENS. 


“Lower taxes” is a cry which has at- 
tracted many hundreds of voters to the standard 
of Col, Andrew D, Baird, Republican candidate 
for Mayor of Brooklyn. He announced it as one 
of the planks of his platform early in the can- 
vass, andin all his speeches he has enlarged 
upon the idea and has shown in what respect 
the administration of Mayor Whitney has been 
extravagant. This subject is one which nearly 
all of the thousands of citizens who have 
stopped at Col. Baird’s headquarters on 
Montague-street every morning have questioned 
him about. All have received the same answer: 

“T believe that I can conduct this City Govern- 
ment on a more economical basis than the pres- 
ent Mayor has done. Ihave examined his an- 
nual messages and the reports of his Commis- 
sioners, and I fail to see where the large sums of 
money raised by taxation have gone. Take the 


two items of assessed valnation of property and 
the rate of taxation. During the first year of 
Mr, Whithey’s term the assessed valuation of 
taxable property was increased $33,000.000. 
During the present year it was increased $21,- 
000,000, making a total increase in assessed val- 
ues of $54,000,000 since Seth Low left the 
Mayor’s oftice. Add tothat the fact that the 
present vear sees an increase in the rate of tax- 
ation of 11 cents on each $100 of 
valuation, and you can appreciate what 
an enormous amount of money has 
been taken from the taxpayers by Mr. Whit- 
ney’s administration over and above what was 
paid in during the previous term. Now, the 
question in which all taxpayers—and rent pay- 
ers, too, for they in the end pay the taxes—are 
interested is, What bas become of this extra 
money? We have no better police force. Our 
Fire Department has not been improved. The 
Park Department, instead of progressing, has 
deriorated. The City Works Department under 
Mr. Conner hag been used as a political head- 
quarters forthe dispensing of patronage. The 
only improvement to be found is in the fact 
that the streets are kept clean. And whose fault 
is that? Not Commissioner Conner’s. Every 
one knows the part he took in awarding the con- 
tract. Three times he advertised, and every 
time Heman Clark, of New-York, was the lowest 
bidder. But Jim Shevlin wanted the contract, 
so Commissioner Conner threw out these bids 
and readvertised, hoping to tire out Mr. Clark, 
but that gentleman persevered and finally got 
the work.” 

This question of taxation is of special interest 
to the residents of the * Hill,” who have found 
their handsome gardens and lawns assessed at 
such a high figure by the present Board of As- 
sessors that they have, in many cases, been com- 
pelled to turn them into building lots and sell 
them as such. In consequence the large old- 
fashioned houses on Clinton and Washington 
avenues and in that vicinity are gradually dis- 
appearing, and narrow, straight-up-and-down 
stores and houses are taking their places. 

At the various political headquarters yester- 
day everything was very quiet. it was the lull 
before the storm. Both Republicans and Demo- 
crats have covered the ground, politically, aud 
are waiting anxiously for something to turn up. 
Col. Baird found a big programme laid out for 
him when he arrived at his headquarters. He 
has been on the go constantly for the past 10 
days, but he has become so interested in the 
work of the canvass that he does not feel the 
fatigue. He has goneinto it heart and soul, as 
if he had a difficult business contract to fill. If 
he don’t fillitit will be because no Republican 
can, 

From the start Col. Baird has asserted that 
the Labor vote should properly be cast for him, 
and he has visited every spot in the city where 
an argument with workingmen was likely to be 
productive of good results, His appearance in 
the factories and shops and along the wharves 
has done him much good. He has met innum- 
erable men who remember him asa day laborer 
like themselves, and as one who knows what 
workingmen need and want and will give it to 
them when he has a chance.

removals should be made oply when demanded for 
the public good and not for party ends.” 

May we ask if you are willing to declare further 
that the officials you will, if elected Mayor, be called 
on to appoint, both as Civil Service Commissioners 
and heads of departments, shall be men of such 
recognized reputation and character as to afford a 
public guarantee that, in accordance with the pro- 
visions and inteut of the civil service laws, every 
citizen shall have an absolutely equal chance to 
prove his capacity; that those proved best fitted 
(except so far as the law exempts veterans) shall be 
appointed regardless of their political views; that 
security of tenure during your term will be guaran- 
teed to every faithful and fully competent subordi- 
nate, and that no discharge of any employe in the 
mnnicipai service will be allowed for failure to con- 
tribute money or service toward party efforts or 
aims?

MISSING DAVID SOOTT. 


HIS FIRM LEFT IN FIRST-CLASS CONDI- 
TION—GOOD WORDS OF HIS FRIENDS, 


The disappearance of David Scott, lately 
a member of the firm of Vernon Brothers & Co., 
under circumstances indicative of suicide, as 
related in yesterday’s Times, has painfully 
shocked a large circle of menof prominence in 
this city who have been his friends. That he 
could have been guilty of premeditated dishon- 
esty none of them will believe.

CLUB MEN’S TEMPERS RUFFLED. 

Aclub war and the bad feeling usually 
attendant upon that sort of proceeding has oc- 
cupied the attention of the New-York Club since 
the last election, in consequence of a bill for 
legal services to the club rendered by Edward 
Gebhard and paid to him. Mr. Gebhard was 
counsel for the club. In that capacity he 
searched the title and prepared the papers for 
the purchase of the new property of the club, 


near the A. T. Stewart mansion. For that serv- 
ice he rendered a bill for $1,000, which was duly 
audited and paid. When all was over some com- 
piaint was made that the bill was exorbitant 
So much fuss was made about it that a resolu- 
tion finally passed the Board of Managers de- 
manding the return of the money. Mr. Gebhara 
sent his resignation instead. This did not make 
good teeling and the resignation was withdrawn. 

Since then a bostile movement has been en- 
gineered against Mr. Gebhard in the club, until 
lately he apprehended that an: effort would be 
made to expel him. Then he consulted ex- 
Judge Arnoux, who went before Judge Donohue 
yesterday and got an injunction restraining the 
managers of the clubfrom doing anything preju- 
dicial to Mr, Gebhard’s interests. The ground 
of resistance by Mr. Gebhard was that ir there 
was objection to the amount of the bill, it 
should have been stated before the Auditing 
Committee, and that the demand for the return 
of the money is arefiection upon his honesty. 
Ex-Judge Arnoux declined to speak of the mat- 
ter because, he said, he believed that it would be 
amicably settled without any stain upon his 
client.

TO REFORM THE SCHOOLS.

WAR ON GEN. NEWION. 


THE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE ON 
THE STREET DEPARTMENT. 

Something far more spirited than the 
usual deliberations of the Chamber of Com- 
merce marked the meeting of that body yester- 
day afternoon, A resolution urging the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment to give the 
Street Department more money was under dis- 
cussion, and Jackson §. Schultz protested 
against the waste of the city’s money. The 
leisurely ways of the laborers employed on the 
streets, who counted eight hours a day’s toil, 
and managed to do almost four hours’ work, es- 


pecially annoyed him. ‘Weshan't have better 
work done,” said Mr. Schultz, ** until the head of 
the department gets rid of West Point ideas and 
gets down to business.” 

“T’ve seen a Garriage go over one of their 
‘repaired’ pavements,” said Charles Watrous, 
‘and the cobblestones have been depressed two 
or three inches. I say the fault is with Gen, 
Newton, the West Pointer, There’s money 
enough spent now,” 

Waldo Smith said he had watched the re- 
placing of astone that occupied some months 
and cost the city $100—$80 more than it should, 

* We're playing into the bands of Newton and 
the Mayor,” eaid Mr. Schultz. * But I'll vote for 
the resolution if you will putin an amendment 
censuring that high-toned West Pointer. With- 
out reflecting upon Gen. Newton's personal 
character at all, I believe the administration in 
that department is more corrupt than it was 
under Tweed.” 

Col. Frederick A. Conkling warmly defended 
Gen. Newton, 

“T want,’ sad Mr. Schultz, “to express a 
lack of confidence in the West Pointer. Politics 
get men in the mire, and that’s where the Gen- 
eralhas got. I am not afraid to say it, and [ 
hope he’ll call me to account for it.” 

‘Lhe amendment was adopted. 

A motion offered py Isaac Phillips was carried 
unanimously. It spoke of the English efforts to 
secure arbitration of national differences, and 
closed as follows: 

Resolved, That the Chamber of Commerce of the 
State of New-York cordially responds to the at- 
tempt to impress on Congress the importance of hav- 
ing all disputes or differences between the United 
States and Great Britain determined and settled by 
arbitration when not to be accomplished by diplo- 
matic proceeding. 

F. B. Thurber submitted a preamble and reso- 
lution dealing with the question of closer com- 
mercial relations with Canada. The resolutions 
called for the appointinent of a committee of 
five ‘to investigate the possibility of a waterial 
expansion of our commerce in this direction, by 
inviting arguments for and against commercial 
union with Canada, and documentary evidence 
as to the extent and prospects of the trade be- 
tween the two countries; and to report to this 
Chamber such recommendations for its action as 
will enable it to contribute its influence not only 
to the early adjustment of tho fishery question, 
but to aid in ab ocorabon such legislation as will 
promote the interests of the commerce of this 
ee should such action be deemed desir- 
able.” 

Mr. Thurber, Erastus Wiman, and other mem- 
bers of the Chamber advocated the resolution, 
and it was adopted without dissent. President 
Smith appointed this committee: F. B. Thurber, 
J. 8. Schuitz, Gustav Schwab, Jacob Wendell, and 
J. P. Waliace.
